What is about to be done, and shall not be put off with mere empty 
phrases and vague imaginings. They must be in a position to direct 


delegates to Congress as to the course they should tak» as their 
representatives, after becoming fully cognizant of the position, 
And in the next place it is most desirable that the delegates at Con- 
gress shall not be rushed into any scheme, however alluring its 
potentialities or the names associated with it, which must in any 
case be of serious, and it may well be, of fatal import. Nor must 


it be forgotten that what Congress has agreed to hitherto about the | 


Agency is evidently very different, and in many points vitally so. 
from the plan as it will be presented at Zurich. It may be thought 
that a “short cut’ out of many difficulties will be found in 
obtaining the assent of Congress to what delegates are insufficiently 
acquainted with. That sort of tactics, however, will but inevitably 
breed further’ trouble. Congress must, of course, be the final 
arbiter inthis question. Whether it will ever again have the oppor- 
tunity of being more than a registering body in connection with any 
other Zionist questions, remains tobeseen. But the responsibility of 
its decision now cannot be exaggerated. Something of the effect even 
now of the Agency proposals can be judged by the sort of 
“harmony” they have induced in Zionist ranks. In America, for 
instance, we see that there are as many as six contending parties, 
each divided against the other on the Jewish Agency question, 
seeking votes of Zionists as delegates to the Congress. And a 
Similar “united front,’ as it has been so absurdly termed, is iu 
evidence everywhere. Still, the fact remains, that when once the 
Agency plan, whatever it may ultimately prove to be, is agreed to 
by Congress, it will be in the bestinterests of the Zionist Movement 
that the new contrivance shall be as successful as possible, and 
shall not be the disastrous failure which to many of us appears sc 
probable. One way to compass that, is for the delegates at the Con- 
gress to be made to understand fully and clearly what they are doing - 
and we sincerely urge those charged with the duty to undertake it 
in the right spirit, bending their minds to the formulation of the 
Agency proposals with unmistakable clarity in view, rather than 
to drafting them in some foggy and involved form, for the purpose 
of obtaining a favourable verdict based upon misunderstanding 
and misrepresentation. Those who, ‘like ourselves, have had 
occasion to deplore the | degeneration in national sentiment 
evidenced by the Jewish Agency scheme, and the support it has 
obtained in Zionist ranks, must feel some compensating gratification 
in perusing the story we print elsewhere, of the thirteen months 
tramp by a band of devoted Nationalists from the Caucasus to Pales- 
tine. The courage and the endurance that were shown by them with 
the triumphant entrance into the Jewish Homeland of the remnant 
who survived the hardships and the perils of the journey, could not 
have been possible unless their souls had throughout been fired 
with splendid patriotism and an unquenchable love for the Land of 
Israel. In that story is revealed the true strength of the Zionist 
Movement: and we may be thankful, indeed, for this evidence that it 
remains unabated, at least in some of our people. 


The Lemberg Riots. 


Tar accounts given in another column, received from our 
Warsaw Correspondent, of the deplorable happenings in Lemberg, 
are in themselves sufficiently serious. Even allowing for any 
possible exaggeration consequent on very natural excitement, the 
riots constitute one of the most serious of recent onslaughts apon 
our people. Lt is not easy to unravel the confused and tangled 
story of the cause of the attacks, which, however, were clearly pre- 
meditated and carefully organised. But it is at least gratifying 
to note that there was not the remotest encouragement of the 
excesses on the part of the Polish Government, which, on the 
contrary, has taken commendably prompt measures for their 
suppression and for the punishment of the malefactors concerned 
jn them. The stories at fiest circulated about Jewish misbehaviour, 
involving insult to the dominant faith, may be dismissed as unten- 
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able excuses, and the political implications of the riots to which 
our correspondent points are certainly more probable causes. It is 
too early, however, to arrive at any definite conclusions in the 
matter, for the material upon which such can be drawn with 
any degree of assurance is not yet available. Suffice it to say 
that if our correspondent is correct on the point we have 
here another and a particularly gruesome instance of the way 
in which Jews are made the shuttlecock of rival parties and 
contending passions, their lives and liberties outraged in the hope 
of satiating animosities in which they themselves have no part 
or lot.

One or Two Matters. 


By Mentor. 


HE Peace Movement, whatever form it takes, has always 
my most cordial sympathy. In fact, I really do not think 
that comparatively anything else matters much in politics, 
or indeed in the relations subsisting between man and 

man, except the institution of Peace on earth and the elimination 
of War. As things are, War and the spirit of war percolate through 
every crevice of the lives of the people and poison them. They are 
responsible for nine-tenths of the misery and the poverty which 
are to be found in the world, and Humanity has a poor prospect if 
War is to remain a constant possibility and an eternal menace. 
This is more especially so since War has become invested with 
every conceivable scientific means. To-day, it is not a question of 
Army lifting sword against Army, but nation lifting up bomb ov 


poison-gas against nation—not only soldier fighting soldier, but 
civilian killing civilian, 


It were a sorry day for our people if Jews were not sometimes 
in the forefront of those striving for world peace and for 
erasing War from the dictionary of the happenings of men, 
Happily, we Jews have to our credit a considerable number of 
our people who have distinguished themselves in efforts for 
world peace. But the gratification thus accorded to every right- 
thinking Jew made the bitterness he must have felt all the 
more bitter, when he noted how some Jews in all the belligerent 
countries were prominent during the catastrophic struggle 
that began in 1914, in urging, encouraging, counselling war 
and hatred, bitternéss, contumely and spite. It goes without saying 
that the least prominent were not our Communal Leaders, our 
Rabbis or our Ministers. But that, please, is over, never, please 
Heaven, to be repeated, and it is good news to learn that the Jewish 
Peace pociety in this cowntry, which was with difficulty instituted 
only as a result of the courage of a few noble spirits, has now 
become quite a “respectable " institution, with Communal Leaders, 
Rabbis and Ministers at its head, whose voices still reverberate in 
our minds with their raucous War shrieks. [I hope that this pheno- 
menon is an indication of a change for the better in spirit, and not 
merely a whimsicality of fashion. For we must not forget that Peace 
is now for the moment de rigeuwr—or, at least, the profession of it is 
—and therefore, while congratulating ourselves upon the emergence 
into communal sunlight of the Jewish Peace Society, we must not 
forget the cold shoulder many of those, who through the Society, 
are now embracing Peace doctrine, gave to the first efforts whereby 
the Jews in this country could speak Peace unto their neighbours. 


WIT once said that punctuality—not unpunctuality—was the 
thief of time, and there is a great deal in his philosophy, 


Anyway, whatever the effect of the habit on those indulging it,. 


unpunctuality is usually the thief of other people's time and 

el I do not know that Jews on the average 
are more unpunetual than other people, and that makes it difficult 
to account for the remarkable unpunctuality that has become well- 
nigh proverbial among certain of our people, especially Zionists. 
They call meetings for a given hour, and there appears to be a 
gen ral understanding that no one is expected much sooner than 
Si\'-» minutes later than the time announced. I have had my 
atlontion drawn to three instances of the sort that occurred only 
laity. In the first, a meeting was timed for 8.30. At twenty 
hit ites past nine there was no sign of a meeting, which, however, 
Wa later numerously attended. In the second instance, a gathering 
Wa. organised for the reception of a distinguished visitor. It was 
fixcd for eight o’clock. At five minutes to nine the “hero” lounged 
in, Lut there was no sign of the meeting, which was duly held some 
time before midnight, making a start, In the third instance, a 
mec'ing was timed for 8.80. At 9.30 even a strong telescope could 
not desery amyone in the offing, and so the Chairman decided 
tocohome to his wife and children. I am bound to say that this 
Sor’ of unpunctuality shows itself in our Synagogues. Whatever 
timo may be decided upon for the services, a certain number will 
alwovs come in Jate. I am told that at Synagogues where the 
Mcruing Serviee on Sabbaths begins as late as eleven o'clock, it 
fregu otly happens that worshippers stroll in at half-past eleven 
or even after; and since the service lasts no more than an 
hour and a half, these members do not appear to be very 
Suxious about getting value for their seat rentals. But to 
revert to meetings, this slipshodness is silly. It results in no 
Ohe ever supposing that a meeting is going to be held at the time 
SUiounced for it to begin, and so nothing like a representative 
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eatusns 3 | of w ich a curious and amusing 

8 © came to my notice only this week. A married lady whose 
husband is very much alive—and kicking—received an invitation 
to a gathering—with her fiancé! As for the Press which, of 
course, nO one concerned would deign to give a thought to, in 
respect to meetings, their representatives have to be put to 
endless inconvenience by being present at the advertised 
time and having to let their heels cool—often literally—for an hour 
or an hour and a half with no meeting and sometimes having to give 
up the attempt to report the meeting at all. Hardly an encourage- 
ment to the Press to afford space for reports! This is not 
the first time this complaint has been ventilated, and I do 
hope that those who are asked to preside at these meetings 
will try to set up a better standard of punctuality. They 
Should take the chair, or begin the meeting at the time 
advertised, and if there is no meeting to begin, they should leave 
the chair, notwithstanding, and refuse again to accept Chairman's 
office in the Organisation which has treated them in so cavalier a 
manner, Why Zionists should be the worst offenders in this respect 
I know not. But somehow or another it occurs to me, that they 
get their wires crossed with the ideas of the Vishub and the 
Messiab, and subconsciously imagine that because the Maimonides 
creed idealised the faith and hope in the coming of the Messiah, 
his “ unpunctuality " is a virtue they ought to copy. 


OME, come, there are limits! Or perhaps, I ought to say, are 
there limits to the vulgar mentality which from time to time 
manifests itselfin American Jewry? Really I doubt it, after reading 
about a Mr. Solomon Sechweider of Colorado, and his suggested 
convocation of a Sanhedrin. With magnificent naivete he “ calls ”’ 
—I think that is the right expression over there—for seventy-one 
Rabbis and other Jews to form the body he contemplates, he 
evidently reserving the remaining seat for—Mr. Solomon Schweider. 
The purpose of this Sanhedrin, Mr. Schweider explains, is to sift 
and examine what evidence is available against Jesus of Nazareth, 
so as to acquit Jews of what has been held to be their crime of the 
crucifixion. Could there be a more egregious suggestion? And it 
is not impossible, of course, that Mr. Solomon Schweider thinks that 
even the mere proposal will bring grist to his mill in the way of 
advertisement for his particular vocation in life! 


Now I am interested in this for one reason, because it is only 
a few months ago that in reply to Lord Shaw of Dunfermline, 
I ventured in this column a theory in respect to the trial 
and condemnation of Jesus of Nazareth, which, if valid, would 
acquit the Jews who were concerned from having done anything 
illegal or unjust, according to what was at the time deemed legal 
and just. I need not add that several other Jews have done similarly 
with a view to releasing our people from the grave responsibility 
we feel has so unfairly been fixed upon us. But that is, of course, 
an altogether different thing from having what Mr. Schweider 
proposes, which isa retrial of Jesus by a scratch Sanhedrin. What 
conclusion could such a body arrive at other than one favourable to 
the Jewish position? What sort of independence or of judicial fair- 
ness could a Sanhedrin composed of Jews: bring to bear upon 
such a subject? To imagine that Christians would in the 
least be impressed favourably towards our people by sucha 
demonstration were madness sugh as we usually associate 
with just this time of the year. But as has been well pointed out, 
how could such a trial proceed according to Jewish Law, without 
the necessary “ eye witnesses’ to the alleged offence, and above all 
without the opportunity being given to the accused himself to offer 
his defence? I refer to the matter here, not because it is one 
which is worth more than a moments consideration and a con- 
temptuous laugh to follow, but because the announcement of Mr. 
Schweider’s proposal has found place in a large number of news- 
papers and naturally has given cousiderable offence. And : want to 
say that every Jew with an ounce of Jewish spirit in bim will surely 
revolt at the mere fact that such a proposal has been put forth. 
The mere suggestion is nauseating to Jews as—as I say—it has 
been offensive to non-Jews. I am heartily sorry that it has pro- 
ceeded from one of our people, and for what it is worth Il offer my 
sincere apology for the spiritual ignorance and the unspeakable 
wrong-mindedness that has thus been exhibited by a fellow-Jew.

Children’s Country Holidays Fund. 


ANNUAL REPORT, 


“ MENTOR'S” RECORD COLLECTION. 

The fortieth annual report (May 1928 to April 1929) of the Committee of 
the Jewish Branch of the Children’s Country Holidays Fund (of which Mr. 
Ernest L. Franklin, J.P., isthe President), has been issued. It recordsa 
very satisfactory year of work, judging by the fact that altogether 2,615 
children—an increase of 246 over the previous year—were able to enjoy the 
benefits of a fortnight’s holiday by the sea orin the country. This total 
included a number of cripples and mentally deficient children. “ Weak and 
ailing children,” adds the report, “are taken where the air is pure to gain 
the strength and vigour they so much need to enable them 
to brave the ensuing Winter in their London homes. Such 
children are given a fortnight’s fresh air under most favourable 
conditions. They are able to romp and play in green flelds instead of -in 
crowded courts and alleys, and to enjoy healthy holidays under proper 
supervision.” The children were accommodated in some twenty centres ; 


' and care was, as usual, exercised in the selection of children most in 


need of ihe benefits of the Fund. Holidays were provided also for 129 
children beyond the elementary school age. ‘The Committee records its 
appreciation of the voluntary assistance rendered by a number of super- 
intendents, most of whom are school teachers who, during their own 
holidays, cheerfully give their services for the benefit of the children. 

In referring to “ Mentor’s” record collection of £1,157 7s. 2d. (which 
closed for last year in September), the report proceeds: 

It was a lucky day for the poor ailing child when “ Mentor ” first 
took up the cause of the “ Kiddies.” What a boon and a blessing his 
great help has been to these children of Jewry! One could scarcely 
predict at the outset that “Mentor,” as the inspired mouthpiece of 
the “Kiddies of the Slums,” would be so effective in rousing the 
sympathy of the commdnity that the provision of holidays for 
thousands of weak and ailing children would depend on his yearly 
collection. This year his earnest appeal stirred his readers to the 
generous response of the record sum of £1,157 7s.2d. The Committee 
realise the immense self-imposed task involved by this collection, and 
fully appreciate the splendid services rendered by the Editor of THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE and his Staff. It is indeed a noble and worthy 
undertaking, in return for which the Committee endeavour to do all 
within their power to. make the holidays for the children as happy 
and beneficial as possible. If the children while enjoying their 
temporary happiness in the country could but borrow the pen of 


“Mentor” to describe their feelings, one feels sure that no further 


effort would be required to raise the necessary funds. 
The report concludes: To make arrangements for all the children 
selected by the local Committees during the summer season, about £2,000 


will be required, and the Committee sincerely hopes that that sum will be 
forthcoming,

TEST OF WEINBERG APPARATUS. 
Scandalous Obstruction. 


A meeting of the Board of Shechita was held on Monday, in the Vestry 
toom of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Heneage Lane, E.C., the 
Vice-President, Mr. J. Jacons, presiding in the absence of Mr. J. M. Lissack, 
the President, who, as reported in last week's issue of Tue JeEwisu CHRONICLE, 
had met with a serious accident. There were also present :— 

The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, Dayan Dr. Feldman; Dayan 
Hillman: Rabbi Gaguin: Dr. L. D. Barnett: Messrs. S. Moses, M.A., 
N.S Lucas. Lionel L. Cohen, W. T. Leviansky, W. “Wachman, I. Landau, J. 5. 
Kimaleh. Leo Elton. S. Masie, M. H. Davis, L.C.C., N. Fisher, J. Kahan, Gaber, 
Neloon, & Sklan, A. E. Magen, S. Myers (Investigating Officer) and Paul Goodman 
(Secretary }). 

Mr. Jacops expressed the regret of the Board at the accident which 
Mr. Lissack had sustained, and said they would be glad to know that he was 
making good progress. He was sure it was their wish that a letter should be 
sent to Mr. Lissack wishing him a very speedy recovery. 

The Cuareman formally moved that Law 2 be altered increasing the 
number of members of the Board to be elected by the Federation of Synagogues 
from five to ten. The Board agreed. 

Mr. Jacors then made a statement on the proposed test of the Weinberg 
casting apparatus. At their last meeting, Mr. Lissack had stated that 
Professor Hobday. the Chairman of the Weinberg Pen Trials Com- 
mittee, had expressed the hope that they might have the official 
test of the apparatus on or about June 3, and he might tell the 
Board that, so far as the Executive Committee was concerned, they 
were definitely intent upon having the test by that date. In order that 
they might be able to carry this through effectively, they placed 
themselves in close touch with Professor Hobday. They had had several 
lengthy interviews with him, and had also discussed with Mr. Hayhurst, 
the superintendent of the Islington Cattle Market, the steps they had to take 
to complete the arrangements. They had also obtained the assistance of 
Mr. Legros, their technical expert, who was carrying out their instructions to 
co-operate with Professor Hobday and Mr. Weinberg’s engineer. They had 
sent to Mr. Weinberg the amount suggested by Professor Hobday as necessary 
for the dismantling of the machine and its transport from Leeds to London. 
They had also requested the Carcase Butchers to supply 200 animals, the 
Board undertaking to pay them compensation for any losses they might 
suffer from damage to the meat, and they likewise offered to pay for the 
extra labour and other arrangements involved. In addition to this, they 
had received the official permission of the Cattle Markets Committee of the 
(ity Corporation for the test to take place under certain conditions at 
the Islington Cattle Market. It was necessary to bear in mind that 
the machine to be tested was not the property of the Board; and 
that, although they had asked Mr. Weinberg, through Professor Hobday, 
what his terms were, they had not yet received them. The initial difficulty 
with which they had been faced was due to the fact that they had not yet 
been able to get the wholesale butchers to provide the cattle and to afford 
the necessary facilities for the trial. He was sure that they would realise 
that, desirous as they were to get the matter through without undue delay, 
and although they might be prepared to put pressure on the wholesalers— 
and they might be sure that, if necessary, they would do so should unreason- 
able obstruction be placed in their way--they should, obviously, take no 
action of an unfriendly character against them if they could avoid it. He 
felt sure that with determined perseverance, they would succeed in inducing 
them to meet their wishes and requirements. 

Mr. Davis, L.C.C., complained that they had not had time to consider the 
statement which Mr. Jacobs had just made. What, he asked, were the nego- 
tiations that had actually taken place? Had they really applied to the 
wholesale butchers, and did they refuse their request verbally or in writing ? 
With regard to the slaughtermen he took it that if they were given orders 
they would have to obey those orders. He thought that the slaughtermen 
were prejudiced against the machine because they believed that part of their 
bread and butter would be taken away if it were put into operation. He 
contended that once having decided to go on with the trial, they ought to 
put their foot down, and tell the wholesale butchers that they must have 
the cattle. He thought that the new Board would seriously have to take 
into consideration the question of overhauling its whole machinery, so that 
no longer would the members come to the Board and be confronted with a 
statement which they had no opportunity of studying. He would also like 
to know why, having agreed to hold a demonstration, they should ask Prof. 
Hobday what were Mr. Weinberg’s terms? This ought to have been done 
before they had even considered the question of a demonstration. ‘The 
man in the street might say that the Board had placed obstacles in the way of 
the Weinberg machine, and that they were still doing so. They ought to 
be fair to the Weinberg apparatus, to themselves and to the Jewish public. 

Mr. 8. Moses, M.A., said he was sure that the Chairman would take into 
consideration the various points raised by Mr. Davis, and asked when Mr. 
Weinberg’s machine was going to be brought to London. 

Mr. Leviansky said with regard to the carcase butchers and the 200 
bullocks he did not know whether Mr. Weinberg or the Board realised that 
the cost would mean something like £6,000. He thought that the Board 
should have, and he believed it did have, sufficient confidence in its Executive 
and its Executive officers to know that they were doing their very best to 
carry out this test. They did not expect to be treated to rebukes from one 
member of the Board who knew very little about it. 

The CHAIRMAN interjected, saying that he did not think that Mr. 
Leviansky meant this as a personal attack on Mr. Davis, who had a perfect 
right to criticise. 

Mr. Leviansky said he thought that Mr. Davis’s criticism went rather 
far. Mr. Davis had blamed the Executive by saying that they had only 
just asked Mr. Weinberg for his terms, and that this was one of the causes 
of the difficulty that had arisen. The Chairman had already told them that 
despite the fact that they did not get the terms, they were not delaying the 
test in any way. As a matter of fact, Mr. Weinberg had been asked for his 
terms over twelve months ago. 

Mr, Lucas said that the slaughtermen, with whom he had come in contact 
a good deal, were not quite as skilful in handling the apparatus as some of 
them thought they might be. He felt that they were going to have some 
difficulty in London for a very long time to come. Apparently there was not 
that difficulty in Leeds. Things seemed to have gone more smoothly there. 


There appeared to be no reason why, if a machine was mechanically

DISCUSSION AT EASTBOURNE. 

Protests against Sunday slaughtering were made on Friday at the », 
meeting of the Eastbourne Rural District Council, presided over by t}> ' 
Colonel Gwynne. 

The discussion arose out of the Sanitary Committee's report that 
letters had been received from butchers in the district approving ven: rally 
the Council's decision against Sunday slaughtering. A letter from the Ken: 
and Sussex Wholesale Butchers was read, stating that although di-\iking 
Sunday slaughtering, they found it imperative to kill a certain number of 
beasts on that day. An extract from the Lord’s Day Observance Act \ 
read, which provided that the slaughtering of aninials for human food was » 
punishable offence. This Act had never been repealed and the Committee 
resolved to recommend that steps should be taken to enforce it. The (lerk 
read a further letter from the butchers, stating that they were at al! times 
prepared to cut down Sunday slaughtering to a minimum and stop it entirely 
when able to do so. They were, however, unable to kill on Fridays and 
Saturdays at this time of the year. .There was a Jewish slaughterer to kill 
the animals on Sunday. 

THe CHAIRMAN wanted an undertaking that no beasts would be killed 
on a Sunday. 

A Memper: Are they killed with a humane killer ? 

‘THE CHAIRMAN: No. 

Mr. A. E. Dann: I am told by a late inspector that it is almost beyond 
his presence to be there when they are killed. It is shocking. 

THe CHAIRMAN: It must be equally bad on week-days. 

Mr. Dann: But we can insist on preventing it 6n Sundays. These 
beasts are hobbled before their throats are slit across and they strugule to 
death. 

Tur CHarrMan: Have we no way to stop this horrible hasher practice ? 
Anyway, can we stop it on Sundays ? The minute will hold good.

From Rabbi Sir HERMANN GOLLANCZ, 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir,—The SUPPLEMENT to your issue of the 31st ult., among its 
several interesting items, contains an article by Mr. David Sassoon 
on “Some Maimonides Manuscripts.” Needless to say, it wil! be 
read with pleasure and profit by students of Hebrew Literature 
generally. Though many of us cannot boast of possessing such 
valuable illuminated MSS. written on parchment, I think it may 
interest your readers to learn that I have in my possession a beauti- 
fully written manuscript on parchment paper of the whole of the 
Moré Nebuchim by Maimonides. It is dated 1476, and although the 
place of the writer is not referred to, it looks as though :t ws 
written in North Africa. This is not the place to go into details; 
and I can scarcely expect you to grant me space for a literary 
article or more minute criticism; yet you may feel inclined to 
insert the following passage contained in the colophon of the copy, 
which leaves us in no doubt as to the name of the scribe or the 
date when it was written. It runs as follows: 


I, Judah, son of Moses Ibn Saaba, have written for myself this book 
(one that giveth forth words of beauty) in the year 5236 according to the 
reckoning of the Creation, on Sunday, the 26th day of the month Shebat. 
Within it are clever hints, precious pearls, Angels of God ascending and 
descending. Its rules are deep, all of them righteous. Who, even though 
he act according to its standard and mighty influence, can attain to 4 
modicum of its quality; and who is able to grasp those esoteric expres- 
sions, its basic principles? From a perusal of the titles of its chapters, 
man can estimate its high quality, its strong and mighty rule of action. 
In number they are as “ the garden of Eden ” (the numerical value of whose 
letters is 177)*—a pillar as support for every structure. This is the hope 
and aspiration of flesh and blood; this isthe law of man. The name of 
the Hidden One: namely, the God of Life and King of the Universe, ©o0- 
cerning whose existence there can be no speculation. He, the Livins 
One of the world and its Creator, may He deem us worthy to understand 
and to attain a portion of its transcendent glory, as far as our capaci'ics 
can extend! For His mercy’s sake may he put into our hearts the fear 
of Him and plant His Law within us for eternal lifeso that we may no! )° 
put to shame nor confounded; that we may serve Him with a per!ect 
heart, and then may be fulfilled in our case the concluding words of the 
Wise and great man: ‘The people that walketh in darkness have secu 4 
great light.” (Isaiah ix., 1).

I might add en passant that many years ago when in Frank!ur' 
A. M., my friend, Mr. Hermann Cramer (son-in-law of one of the 
pillars of the Community, Selig Goldschmidt) showed me the finest 
example of a Maimonides MS., a large and richly illuminated copy 
on vellum of perfect caligraphy and preservation. It would be 
interesting to know if it found its way to the State Library, or if 1 
is still in the i family.

ANNUAL MEETING. 


DECREASE IN ATTENDANCES. 


Dr. A. EtcnHoLz, C.B.E., the President, presided at the annual 
meeting of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, which was 
held on Sunday at Jews’ College. 


The adoption of the annual report, of which the following is an 
extract, was moved by the PRESIDENT : 


Some of the year’s figures call for careful consideration. There isa tota! 
decrease in the year of 145 scholars (28 boys and 117 girls), which together with 
the decrease of 71 girls shown in the last report, makes a falling off of 188 girls 
ani 2 boys during the last two years. There has been a decrease of 131 
children in the average attendance during the last wear, and the number of 
teachers has fallen to 150, compared with 164 last year. On the other hand, 
fees have increased by £236, and donations to the Classes by £219. The decrease 
in numbers noted above is not peculiar to Jewish schools. According to the 
second report of the Select Committee on Estimates, issued by order of the 
House of Commons in July 1928, there was a diminution of the number of children 
in average attendance in Public Elementary Schools in England and Wales of 
about 8) per cent. In addition to this, doring the past three years large 
numbers of Jewish families in London have removed to suburbs farther afield. 
[t is probable that the decline and the migration of population more than 
account for the fallin numbers. It is a matter of regret that in t e past year 
out of al! the pupils attached to the Union's Classes, only a few took part in the 
gpeci.! Consecration Examination and Service for girls introduced some years 
ago by the Chief Rabbi. On the other hand, there are more children of the age 
of fourteen and over now remaining on at the Classes. The cash account of the 
Union for the year ending May S3ist, 1928, shows an expenditure of £4,159, as 
compared with £4,131 im the previous year. There was an increase of £103 in 
the contributions from the members of the United Synagogue. The tota! 
expenditure incurred by the affiliated Classes amoun to £12,384, of which 
£9,955 was devoted to the salaries of teachers. The fees paid by the children 
amounted to £5,999. The Education Supervision Committee has been fortunate 
enoug! to enlist the occasional help of others in the inspection of isolated classes, 
bot it is indispensable, if the Union is to continue to carry its ideas into effect, 
that (he personnel of the Education Supervision Committee should be strength- 
ened without delay. The Executive Committee can testify to the improvement 
which has taken place in the teaching of Hebrew and general religious subjects. 
As far as the limited time permits, the various schemes of work have been 
arranged with the object of giving the children a knowledge of the meaning 
and sivnificance of our faith, and of arousing a deeper interest in, and apprecia- 
tion of, all that concerns Jewish religion, history, and the Jewish people. In 
one or two instances an endeavour is made to teach Hebrew as a spoken 
language. Some propositions are laid down as guiding principles for the work. 

The report also gives alist of prizewinners at the annual examination 
held at University College. 

Dr, EICHHOLZ, after referring to the loss the Union had sustained 
through the death during the year of Mr. Alfred Solomons, said that the 
work of adequate inspection was at the root of the whole of the work of 
the Union. Their Inspecting Officers ought to bring to bear upon their 
task knowledge, personality, power of criticism and sympathetic 
approach. In this connection he expressed thanks to Dayan Dr. Feld- 
man and his colleagues for the voluntary work which they were doing. 
They still made it a point of depending upon voluntary service. Unfor- 
tunately they were not recruiting as many of the able members of the 
young generation as they ought to, to help them in their work. 

Dayan Dr. FELDMAN stressed the need which existed for increased 
support on the part of the parents. Commenting upon the falling off in 
the number of pupils, Dr. Feldman said the figures showed that that 
falling off was larger in the case of girls than ig that of boys. This 
showed that there were still a number of neighbourhoods where it was 
not realised how mecessary it was for the girls to receive instruction. He 
appeaicd to the parents to help Jewish education by encouraging their 
children to attend their classes. 


Disproportionate Growth of the Classes. 


Mr. HERBERT M. ADLER, M.A., Director of Jewish Education, drew 
attention to the fact that during the last two years there had been a falling 
off of i~s girls compared with 28 boys and that despite this decrease the 
number of Classes had grown during that period. This decrease in 
attendance could not be explained away by the reduction in the birth 
rate. The fact of the matter was that in London, which ought to give the 
lead in Jewish education, they were actually in danger of lapsing into 
the backward position which obtained in some of the provinces where it 
Was still thought that education only concerned boys. Among the diffi- 
cultic. which were partly responsible for the small attendances during the 
week cre homework in the case of those who attended secondary schools, 
and th. long distances from their homes to the Classes. What they ought 
to do \\as to make the work of their week-day Classes different from that 
done o» Sundays, and only teach what was really essential. The number 
of Classes had already reached thirty-nine. It was six or seven when 
the Union wasstarted. Yet.the Supervision Committee was, he thought, 
acta’ \ smaller than it was in those days. 


Importance of Confirmation Service.

Rembrandt's ‘“‘ The Jewish Bride.” 

The figures in this, one of the greatest of Rembrandt's works, have 
been assumed by various authorities to represent almost every famous 
Jewish bride and bridegroom, and by some have been set down as non- 
Jewish, and by some as father and daughter, or even as a jewel thief and 
his dupe. The picture is of a man embracing a young woman. Both are 
splendidly dressed, and the heavy folds of their stiff and jewelled 
garments, and the extraordinarily rich and subtle contours of their faces, 
are lit up by a soft, golden light which appears to emanate from a 
bowl in the now obscure background. Mr. Jac Zwarts in his “THE 
SIGNIFICANCE OF REMBRAND1's ‘THE JEWIsH BriDE’” (B. T. Batsford, 
5s.) rather overstates matters in saying that the doubt as to exactly who 
is represented shows that none of the Artist’s paintings shuts out the 
contemplator more cowpletely than this sosimpleone. This is not quite 


the case. The picture, after all, consists firstly in its lines, masses 
and colours, secondly in the human interests these convey in 
themsolves, and only a very remote thirdly in that hinterland 


of the subject that eludes the painter's art. Rembrandt was not 
a painter of problem pictures for the pre-war Royal Academy, 
or of those groups of celebrities which require a little key inserted 
below; he crammed his painting with human interest, certainly, 
but he translated all that interest into terms of form and colour which 
require no anecdotal! sidelights to lend solidity to their magnificence. But 
while the picture loses nothing by our ignorance, we ourselves seem to 
have done so, and we are now the gainers by a charming story which 
seems firmly rooted, firmly as such a flowery thing can be, in the rocky 
mass of Mr. Zwart's evidence, piled up With Teutonic thoroughness and 
perseverance.

Iam sorry Dr. Hertz said “other men in theo Community had gone 
abroad for their Diplomas.” Dr. Hertz knows as well as I do that the 
two eminent Ministers he evidently had in his mind, a/wmni of 
Jews’ College, had no alternative and no option, and that there is no 
analogy between to-day and those far off years when there was no 
system cstablished as there is to-day, whereby an alumnus of Jews 
College could qualify for the degree at that centre. 

The Chief Rabbi remarked “Continental Rabbis granted Rabbinical 
Diplomas on a far less rigid examination than obtained at Jews’ College. 
A Jews’ College Diploma was in every way a higher qualification.” In 
view of the highly important position Dr. Epstein has been called to 
sueceed to, one can only deplore that he was not persuaded by the 
powers that be to avail himself of this “higher qualification,” which 
some day may stand him in good stead.

ducts of the World-War, set some of us thinking as to how it was all to 
end. The reservoirs from which the community had hitherto been able 
to replenish its spiritual and intellectual resources were cut off owing to 
the restrictions placed on alien immigration to this country, and we were 
in this respect living as a community on a constantly d windiing capital. 
It occurred to us, therefore, to start new reservoirs—new power- houses,

Sirn,—I make no apology for addressing you again, but as the Chief 
Rabbi, at the annual meeting on the 2nd inst., said, “the question did 
not really concern Jews’ College,” I am impelled to write to say, with 
every resptct for the Chief Rabbi, that I profoundly differ. — 

Nevertheless, I should not have troubled you again had the Chief 
Rabbi omitted the following from his statement: “. . . the latest 
recruit to the Staff, Dr. Epstein, who received his training at 
Jews’ College, went elsewhere for the Rabbinical Diploma.” Is 
this anything to be proud of? Why should he have gone else- 
where? The man im the street, if at all interested, would never 
have expected this, and it were better had the information been 
withheld, for it has only weakened the Chief Rabbi's position in the 
matter atissue. Dr. Epstein, after receiving the whole of his secular 
and theological training from boyhood at Jews’ College, and carrying off 
scholarships and prizes galore, should unquestionably, having been only 
too anxious to evince that loyalty to his 4ima Mater and to his Professors 
and Tutors by presenting himself “in his own atmosphere” (I quote Dr. 
Hertz), for the goal of his Rabbinical ambitions. 

Iam sorry Dr. Hertz said “other men in tho Community had gone 
abroad for their Diplomas.” Dr. Hertz knows as well as I do that the 
two eminent Ministers he evidently had in his mind, alumni of 
Jews’ College, had no alternative and no option, and that there is no 
analogy between to-day and those far off years when there was no 
system established as there is to-day, whereby an alumnus of Jews’ 
College could qualify for the degree at that centre. 


The Chief Rabbi remarked “Continental Rabbis granted Rabbinical 
Diplomas on a far less rigid examination than obtained at Jews’ College. 
A Jews’ College Diploma was in évery way a higher qualification.” In 
view of the highly important position Dr. Epstein has been called to 
succeed to, one can only deplore that he was not persuaded by the 
powers that be to avail himself of this “higher qualification,” which 
some day may stand him in good stead. 


Surely there must be a screw loose somewhere, and I, for one, can 
only say I do not understand any of it; but then I possess no Rabbinical 
qualifications to assist me.

Jewish Day Schools. 


By Mr. EMANUEL SNOWMAN. 
[In Interview. | 


“To Jewish Day Schools, im my opinion, we can alone look for the 
real salvation of Judaism in this country.” 


it was Mr. Emanuel Snowman, the Chairman of the Hampstead Day 
School, who made this statement to me 
in the course of an interview (writes a 
JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). 

The Hampstead Day School, which 
was recently removed to more commodivous 
quarters at No. 1, Miaster Road, N.W., was 
established just over two years ago. 

The results so far accomplished, 
according to Mr. Snowman, have amply 
justified the steps taken at the time by 
those few stalwarts who saw the urgent 
need that existed for such an Institution 
where education could be given in an 
essentially Jewish atmosphere. 

Il gathered from Mr. Snowman, how. 
ever, that although a large building had 
been secured to meet the greater demand 
that had arisen, the support so far received fiom the community was not 
by any means commensurate with the importance of the work. 

“ The critical condition of Anglo-Judaism,” said Mr: Snowman, “the 
disintegration and the growth of a peculiarly blatant materialism, pro- 
ducts of the World-War, set some of us thinking as to how it was all to*- 
end. The reservoirs from which the community had hitherto been able 
to replenish its spiritual and intellectual resources were cut off owing to 
the restrictions placed on alien immigration to this country, and we were 
in this respect living as a community on a constantly dwindling capital. 
It occurred to us, therefore, to start new reservoirs—new power-houses, 
as it were—and we thought that the establishment of a Jewish Day School, 
where Jewish traditional practice and the study of Hebrew and Jewish 
history would be made the environment of the pupils from earliest 5 outh 
would, to some extent, at any rate, restore the balance.” 

Mr. Snowman told me that it had not been anything like plain sailing, 
and that those who had undertaken the task of contributing, however 
little, to this ever-pressing problem as to how Judaism was to be energised 
and made a living force, had encountered very adverse currents. 

Mr. Snowman, however, regards the establishment of similar schools 
up and down the country as the only solution of the problems confronting 
those who are anxious about the futare of traditional Judaism in this 
country. 

“If Judaism,” he declared emphatically, “ goes on as it is going on at 
present, in twenty-five years time there will be no Judaism left to save. 
The one and only thing to do is to instil a love of Judaism into the minds 
the of young by the establishment of Jewish Day Schools. While our 
Religion Classes are doing excellent work it is not fair, in my opinion, to 
depend on them fora revival of Judaism, having regard to the limited 
time at their disposal.” 

I asked Mr. Snowman to explain in greater detail his difficulties. 

“ We had to contend,” he replied, “with apathy, indifference and 
ignorance ; but we were not discouraged. It is this very apathy, indiffer. 
ence and ignorance which really prove the necessity for some such 
measures as we have taken. Of course, we have the opposition of those 
who argued that such schools create a kind of Ghetto and the Ghetto 
mind. But you will remember that similar arguments were employed 
with regard tothe Jewish Hospital and several other communal institu. 
tions. Indeed, the same argument might be used against the establish. 
ment of Synagogues.” 

I asked Mr. Snowman to [tell me something about ‘the Hampstead 
Day School itself. 

“The School,” he said, “is run on the highest educational iines and 
we have a highly efficient staff. Every day the child receives Hebrew 
and religious instruction apart from secular studies, and he feels that 
Hebrew and religion are a part of the general scheme of education— 
they are not a kind of necessary evil.” 

I asked Mr. Snowman to what he attributed the lack of encourage- 
ment on the part of the Jewish public. 

It was not due, he said, to the fact that the Jewish public did not 
want such a school but rather because the man in the street had not 
envisaged the growing evil and did not see whither we are drifting. 

Mr. Snowman then spoke of the school premises at Minster Road, 
saying that in addition to the fine Schoolrooms they had a magnificent 
garden for the childrem to play ‘im and a very imposing assembly hall. 
Everything, in fact, was admirably adapted to the needs of the Institution 
and all that was required now was the support of the Community ia 
order to bring these efforts to a successful conclusion.

Rembrandt's ‘“ The Jewish Bride.” 

The figures in this, one of the greatest of Rembrandt's works, have 
been assumed by various anthorities to represent almost every famous 
Jewish bride and bridegroom, and by some have been set down as non- 
Jewish, and by some as father and daughter, or even as a jewel thief and 
his dupe. The picture is of a man embracing a young woman. Both are 
splendidly dressed, and the heavy folds of their stiff and jewelled 
garments, and the extraordinarily rich and subtle contours of their faces, 
are lit up by a soft, golden light which appears to emanate from a 
bowl in the now obscure background. Mr. Jac Zwarts in his “THE 
SIGNIFICANCE OF REMBRAND1's ‘THE JEWIsH BrIDE’” (B. T. Batsford, 
5s.) rather overstates matters in saying that the doubt as to exactly who 
is represented shows that none of the Artist's paintings shuts out the 
contemplator more completely than this so simpleone. This is not quite 
the case. The picture, after all, consists firstly in its lines, masses 
and colours, secondly in the human interests these convey in 
themselves, and only a very remote thirdly in that hinterland 
of the subject that eludes the painter's art. Rembrandt was not 
a painter of problem pictures for the pre-war Royal Academy, 
or of those groups of celebrities which require a little key inserted 
below; he crammed his painting with human interest, certainly, 
but he translated all that interest into terms of form and colour which 
require no anecdotal sidelights to lend solidity to their magnificence. But 
while the picture loses nothing by our ignorance, we ourselves seem to 
have done so, and we are now the gainers by a charming story which 
seems firmly rooted, firmly as such a flowery thing can be, in the rocky 
mass of Mr. Zwart's evidence, piled up With Teutonic thoroughness and 
perseverance. Lon Miguel de Barrios, of Andalusia, descended from the 
Marranos, and of the tribe of Levy, a mystic poet of no inconsiderdable 
importance, visited Amsterdam, and married Abigail de Pina in 1662, 
Shortly afterwards de Barrios returned to Brussels, where he became a 
captain in the Spanish army, in which many other noble Jewish families 
held commands. It was an inevitable concomitant of his life in Brussels 
society, that religious demands and observances should be increasingly 
neglected. Strongly influenced by the rigid high principles of Rabbi 
Isaac Uzi), known to her during her youth as one protesting against the 
spirit of worldly compromise prevalent among the high-born Jews, and 
influenced still more by the teaching of her mother, who was noted 
for her piety and virtue, Abigail refused to accompany her husband 
to non-Jewish Brussels.

Jewish Day Schools. 


By Mr. EMANUEL SNOWMAN. 


[In Interview. | 


“To Jewish Day Schools, in my opinion, we can alone look for the 
real salvation of Judaism in this country.” 


It was Mr. Emanuel Snowman, the Chairman of the Hampstead Day 
School, who made this statement to me 
in the course of an interview (writes a 
JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). 

The Hampstead Day School, which 
was recently removed to more commodious 
quarters at No. 1, Miaster Road, N.W., was 
established just over two years ago. 

The results so far accomplished, 
according to Mr. Snowman, have amply 
justified the steps taken at the time by 
those few stalwarts who saw the urgent 
need that existed for such an Institution 
where education could be given in an 
essentially Jewish atmosphere. 

I gathered from Mr. Snowman, how- 
ever, that although a large building had 
been secured to meet the greater demand 
that had arisen, the support so far received from the community was not 
by any means commensurate with the importance of the work. 

“The critical condition of Anglo-Judaism,” said Mr. Snowman, “the 
disintegration and the growth of a peculiarly blatant materialism, pro- 
ducts of the World-War, set some of us thinking as to how it was all to 
end. The reservoirs from which the community had hitherto been able 
to replenish its spiritual and intellectual resources were cut off owing to 


_ the restrictions placed on alien immigration to this country, and we were 


in this respect living as a community on a constantly dwindling capital. 
It occurred to us, therefore, to start new reservoirs—new power-houses, 
as it were—and we thought that the establishment of a Jewish Day School, 
where Jewish traditional practice and the study of Hebrew and Jewish 
history would be made the environment of the pupils from earliest youth 
would, to some extent, at any rate, restore the balance.” 

Mr. Snowman told me that it had not been anything like piain sailing, 
and that those who had undertaken the task of contributing, however 
little, to this ever-pressing problem as to how Judaism was to be energised 
and made a living force, had encountered very adverse currents. 

Mr. Snowman, however, regards the establishment of similar schools 
up and down the country as the only solution of the problems confronting 
those who are anxious about the future of traditional Judaism ia this 

country. 

“It Judaism,” he declared emphatically, “ goes on as it is going on at 
present, in twenty-five years time there will be no Judaism left to save. 
The one and only thing to do is to instil a love of Judaism into the minds 
the of young by the establishment of Jewish Day Schools. While our 
Religion Classes are doing excellent work it is not fair, in my opinion, to 
depend on them fora revival of Judaism, having regard to the limited 
time at their disposal.” 

I asked Mr. Snowman to expiain in greater detail his difficulties, 

“ We had to contend,” he replied, “with apathy, indifference and 
ignorance ; but we were not discouraged. It is this very apathy, indiffer- 
ence and ignorance which really prove the necessity for some such 
measures as we have taken. Of course, we have the opposition of those 
who argued that such schoolscreate a kind of Ghetto and the Ghetto 
mind. But you will remember that similar arguments were employed 
with regard tothe Jewish Hospital and several other communal institu. 
tions. Indeed, the same argument might be used against the establish- 
ment of Synagogues.” 

I asked Mr. Snowman to [tell me something about ‘the Hampstead 
Day School itself. 

“The School,” he said, “is run on the highest educational lines and 
we have a highly efficient staff. Every day the child receives Hebrew 
and religious instruction apart from secular studies, and he feels that 
Hebrew and religion are a part of the general scheme of education— 
they are not a kind of necessary evil.” 

I asked Mr. Snowman to what he attributed the lack of encourage- 
ment on the part of the Jewish public. 

It was not due, he said, to the fact that the Jewish public did not 
want such a school but rather because the man in the street had not 
envisaged the growing evil and did not see whither we are drifting. 

Mr. Snowman then spoke of the school premises at Minster Road, 
saying that in addition to the fine Schoolrooms they had a magnificent 
garden for the childrem to play ‘im and a very imposing assembly hall. 
Everything, in fact, was admirably adapted to the needs of the Institution 
and all that was required now was the support ofthe Community in 
order to bring these efforts to a successful conclusion.

The Lemberg Anti-Semitic Riots. 
JEWISH GIRL STUDENTS THRASHED. 


Events Assume National Importance. 


A REVOLUTIONARY ATTACK ON THE PILSUDSKI GOVERNMENT, 
(From our Correspondent—WARSAW.] 


About fifty students have been arrested at Lemberg in connection 
with the anti-Jewish riot. Despite the demand of a large group of Polish 
students, who demonstrated before the police station, and of the 
authorities of the University, the Chief of the Police has declined to release 
the students. In the course of the riot much damage was cone to two 
synagogues, the offices of the Jewish newspapers, the CHWILA and the 
MORGEN, the Jewish Academic Home and a Jewish school 

The anti-Semitic Press is still agitating against the Jews, accusing 
Jewish students of ridiculing the Catholic procession. The anti-Semites 
even went to the extent of inventing reports about Jewish deputations, 
tendering apologies to the Archbishop for ‘the misbehavour of the Jewish 
students.” 

The energetic measures of the police adopted under orders from 
Warsaw, have resulted in the suppression of all serious rioting in 
Lemberg. The semi-official organ, the GLOS PRAWDT1, has created astir in 
Poland by openly accusirg the anti-Semitic Narodova Democratic Party 
of provoking the anti-Jewish riot for political purposes. The Govern- 
ment has ordered a strict inquiry into the failure of the police 
to prevent the destruction of property. An inquiry is also in progress 
into the anti-Semitic reports of the news agencies, which accused the 
Jews of giving offence to the Catholic procession. The priests who 
headed the procession now deny the statements that the Jews gave any 
cffence to the Catholic religion. 

The anti-Semitic students replied to the Governor’s refusal to release 
the rioters by declaring a strike. They not only abstained from the 
lectures themselves, but they refused to allow the Jewish students to 
enter the lecture rooms, and many Jewish students were thrashed by 
them. At Warsaw, too, the anti-Semitic students made an attempt to 
demonstrate against the arrest of the students in Lemberg, but they were 
dispersed by the police. 


The Government's Attitude. | 


The Government is wholly on the side of the Jews, and has ranged 
itself to fight the students who belong to the anti-Semitic Narodova 
Democratic party not only as the enemies of Jewry, but also as the 
bitter foes 9f Marshal Pilsudski. Another semi-official organ, the EPoKA, 
has appeared with a demand for the most severe punishment of the 
students who took part in the riot. The authorities in Lemberg, too, 
have now issued strong denials of the reports that there was any provoca- 
tion on the part of the Jews against the Catholic procession, and one of 
the police officers, who was suspected of sympathy with the student 
rioters bas been dismissed. 

The Democratic Union of Polish Students has joined the Govern- 
ment forces protesting against the students’ riots. The anti-Semitic 
students, however, continue their fight against the Jews. Their strike 
is still in progress, and in their proclamations they threaten to organise 
new demonstrations. The authorities are keeping them in check so far, 
although they succeeded in attacking and thrashing a number of male 
and female Jewish students. 

The Lemberg Archbishops, headed by Archbishop Teodrowicz, who 
is known as a member of the Anti-Semitic and anti-Government Party, 
the Narodova democrats, have issued a statement asserting that the 
Jewish pupils did insult the Catholic procession in the city. The state- 
ment is in direct contradiction to the previous statements made by Bishop 
Lawinsky and the Priest Rokitzky, the leader of the procession, as well as 
to the friendly attitude of Bishop Lisowsky towards the explanations of 
Rabbis Freund and Levin. The two Rabbis did not convey apologies to 
the Bishop, as was asserted by an anti-Semitic News Agency. 


me Facts of the Alleged Provocation. 


The full facts of the provocation, as far as the exhaustive inquiry of 
our Lemberg representative shows, areas follows : At the time when the 
Catholic procession was passing by, one of the departments of the female 
Jewish secondary school had its play time. The procession attracted some 
of the pupils to the front windows and gate and the onlookers behaved in 
the most correct manner. Large numbers of girls were, however, at 
play in the interior ground, and it was the noise of these pupils, who 
were not even aware of the procession, that was maliciously misconstrued 
aS an insult to the Catholic religion. | 

On Friday, the Minister of the Interior, General Skladkowsky, visited 
Lemberg and niade a detailed inquiry into the affair. He subsequently 
issued an official communique, denying that there was any conscious 
provocation on the part of the Jews against the Catholic procession,

The Governor-General of Lemberg has declared his intention to 
dissolve the local Students’ Union on account of its strike action. 


Possible Political Implications. 


The Government is now convinced that the entire affair is a pre. 
arranged anti-Pilsudski plot on the part of the Narodova Democratic 
Party, which he deposed from power three years ago. It is known that 
the ex-Minister, Mr. Grabsky, who is the leader of the Narodova 
Democrats, is helping the anti-Semitic students. The Government is 
also annoyed at the messages from Moscow and Berlin, where the Press 
exaggerated the riot and spoke of a big pogrom against the Jews. The 
Government considers that the enemies of Mr. Pilsudski timed the riot 
to coincide with the Madrid meeting of the League of Nations, which was 
considering the question of the protection of the minorities; and it holds 


that the Lemberg riot enabled the Russian and German enemies of 
Poland to make protests. 
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World Congress of Jewish Women. 


New Federation Formed. 


IMPORTANT PROBLEMS DISCUSSED. 
[From our Correspondent—HAMBURG]. 


The World Congess of Jewish Women was opened in Hamburg 
last week. The President, Mrs. REBEKAH KOHUT, delivered the 
opening address, in which she referred to the religious, cultural, legal, 
and professional problems of Jewish women. Senator Koln, oD 
behalf of the Hamburg Senate, Herr Frishman, on behalf of the Jewish 
Community of Hamburg, and Rabbis Holzer and Carlebach greeted the 
Congress. Altogether about seventy delegates including twenty from 
America, were present at the opening session. 

Mme. HEMMA HENDER, the President of the German Jewish \\ omen 5 
Union, dealt with the various problems of the Jewish women, and 
proclaimed that “the more the Jewish women stand on religious grounds, 
the easier it is to establish co-operation among them.” 

Miss L. HANDs, of London, read a paper on the legal position of 
Jewish women. She dealt with the questions of divorce, Chalitzah, 
the position of the Agunoth (deserted wives), the restriction of marriage 
of Cohanim, and polygamy among some sections of Sephardic Jewry. 

In conclusion, Miss HANDS demanded radical reforms of some of the 
Jewish laws relating to women and a Rabbinical Conference to amend 
various practices which adversely affect Jewish women. Her demands 
provoked angry protests among the Rabbis present and among the 
orthodox delegates. Mrs. Kohut, the President, succeeded, howeve!, Ss 
allaying the storm by a tactful motion to submit the proposals of 90" 
Hands, which had many supporters, to a joint-Commission with some ° 
the Rabbis present. 

Mme. STRAUSS WeLTscH spoke of the Palestine Jewish womed, 
describing their status asanimpossibleone. She dealt with the poly 
problem among the Yeminite Jews and she related astounding fac’ 
about the practice among certain Oriental Jews of selling their por 
toold men.

No Affiliation with the Jewish Agency. 

A special sitting was devoted to the Jewish Agency problem. Mme. 
AxITTA MUELLER (of Vienna) dealt with the significance of a Jewish 
palestine. Mrs. Irma Lindheim, of New York, appealed to the Congress 
to support the Jewish Agency. 

The President, Mrs. KOHUT, supported Mrs. Lindbeim. Many of the 
“Liberal” delegates, led by Mme. Ollendorf, made statements refusing to 
be associated with Zionism and the Jewish Agency. They warned the 
gathering that the question might split the Congress. The presence of 
many “ Liberal” delegates, who are confronted with another solid group 
of Zionist delegates, caused frequent conflicts whenever a Palestinian 
qnestion was brought up. 

The Congress terminated on Thursday with the formation of a World 
Federation of Jewish Women. The resolation in favour of affiliation to 
the Jewish Agency had to be dropped on account of the strong opposition 
of the “ Liberal” delegates. Instead, a general resolution was adopted, 
appealing to branches in all countries to support the upbuilding of Paiestine, 

Eleven other resolutions were adopted by the Congress. The first 
resolution condemned war and advocated the promotion of world peace. 
The second and third resolutions dealt with the necessity of supporting the 
Jewish schools in the countries where impoverished Jewish Communities 
are to be found, and also the social reconstruction work in those countries. 
The fourth resolution pledged the World Federation to be represented on the 
World Union for Sabbath Observance and to promote Sabbath rest. The fifth 
resolution advocated the instruction of children in the Hebrew language. 
The sixth resolution demanded the franchise for women.in Jewish Com- 
munities. The seventh demanded the convocation of a Conference of 
Orthodox Rabbis to regulate questions of divorce and of the Agunoth 
(deserted wives). The eighth resolution dealt with the appeal to support 
the upbuilding of Palestine referred to above. The ninth condemned the 
numeras clausus movement against Jews: and the tenth dealt with the 
protection of women and girls. The eleventh resolution dealt with 
religious education work among the youth organisations. 

Mrs. KOHUT closed the Congress with a speech on the practical work 
of the new Federation in the immediate future. 

Mrs. Rebekah Kohut was elected President of the new World 
Federation.

The Attack on Shechita. 


Chief Rabbi Herzog’s Defence. ,

Chief Rabbi Professor Herzog took part in a debate on Shechi/a at q 
meeting arranged by the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animaic 
at Graz. The meeting was addressed by Dr. Johann Ude, Professor ot 
Catholic Theology at the University of Graz, who lately took a decideg 
stand against Shechita at the Vienna Congress of Societies for the Preyep. 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, andin the German Anti-Semitic Press. He was 
careful to open the debate with a declaration that he was not an anti-Scmite, 
but a mere objector to cruelty to animals, and that it was entirely on 
humane grounds that he urged the Jews to abandon their method of 
slaughtering animals, 

Chief Rabbi Professor Herzog, who is a colleague of Dr. Ude at the 
Graz University, and who was recently elected an honorary citizen of 
Graz, made a very effectivereply. He quoted high authorities, including 
the Graz Professor Court Councillor, Klemensiewicz, to show that 
Shechita was a comparatively humane method of slaughtering animals, 
and he showed that the Jewish religion was opposed to cruelty to 
animals. He objected to the plea that Jews should abandon a religious 
command on account of non-proven statements against Shechita. Vinally, 
he quoted St. Matthew, Chapter 26, 'verses 17-18, that Jesus himself, 
ate of the paschal lamb killed according to the Jewish rites.

Prague Dispute.

Dangerous Precedent in Greece. 


Differentiation Between Pure Greeks and Jews.

No. 501.—A Sheaf of Characters. 
My DEAR (‘oUSIN, 

Why is the Book of Ruth read on Pentecost? The Midrash asks and 
answers the question. “* Just as this Megillah deals with loving-kindness. and 
as the Torah likewise deals with loving-kindness, it is meet that the Megillah 
should be read on the Festival on which the Torah was given.’ The same 
suggestion in a somewhat different form is made by Rabbi Zeira, who said : 
os In this Megillah there is nothing about, what is clean and what is unclean. 
nothing about that which is forbidden and that which is permissible. Why 
then was it written ? Only to show you how great is the reward of those 
who practise kindliness and consideration.” 

If such indeed be the purpose of the Book it is not surprising that the 
Midrash considers the seven characters in it from the point of view of what 
may be termed the highest good. I would commend a close study of the 
Midrash on the Book of Ruth not only for the enjoyment it vields, but also 
because of the essentially Jewish attitude to character and conduct. Of the 
heroine herself, though she was not a Jeweas, though (worse than that) she 
was a Moabitess——of the people which was proscribed to the Israelites because 
of their utter wickedness—the story speaks in the highest terms and even 
goes out of its way to open the door for her entry into Jewry by asserting 
that the injunction against Moabitesin the Book of Deuteronomy referred 
only to men and not to women. The author, whoever he was, has succeeded 
in moving the imagination of Jewish readers by a number of qualities which 
have made the name of Ruth popularamony Jews throughout their history. 
Her faithfulness to her mother-in-law is a trait which must appeal to all loving 
hearts. Then there was her modesty : she was very modest; the Midrash relates 
that while the other women in the field gathering ears went about their work 
standing and bending their body to gather the fruit of the earth, Ruth gathered 
in a sitting posture ; whereas the other women tucked up their skirts in order 
to achieve greater freedom of movement as they walked about the field, 
Ruth allowed her skirts to hang down; whereas the other women talked and 
jested with the harvesters, Ruth kept to herself, so that the reapers could see 
neither her face nor her hands. Yet her face must have been good to look 
upon, for according to the Midrash she was gifted with singular beauty. 
Then there was her goodness, she was righteous in the best meaning of the 
term. (NAP TY NAM). The Midrash is also at pains to explain 
that she was of good family, for was sne not tne grand-daughter of Eglon, 
King of Moab, who was himself a descendant of Balak? If she was not 
born in the fold of Israel, she was at least a woman of good stock. Sheowas 
possessed of commonsense; being in a strange town for the first time, and 
having to move from the town to the tields, she made marks along the road 
in order to find her way back easily. She was the purest of all women 
and on that account was worthy to be the 
mother of six righteous men—David, Daniel and his three companions, and 
the Messiah himself. : 

Her famous conversation with Naomi when the latter pressed her to go 
back is given a peculiarly Jewish turn in the Midrash. 

Naomi: We have been commanded to observe Sabbaths and Festivals, 
and the daughters of Israel do not visit the theatres and circuses of the heathen. 
Ruth: Where thou goest L will go. 


Naomi: Among Jews it is customary not to live in houses which have 
no 


Ruth: Where thou livest I will live. 
Naomi: We have been given 613 Ordinances, 
Ruth: Thy people shall be my people. 
Naomi : Idol worship has been for bidden us ; we have one God and there 
is none beside Him, 
Ruth: Thy God shall be my God. 
lt was on the occasion of her marriage to Boaz that the Midrash quotes 
Rab Acha: ** He who marries a good wife is to be regarded as though he had 
Obeved all the commandments of the Torah.’ Such a woman was Ruth : 
her goodness of heart above all else made her wort hy to be the ancestress of 
the royal line of David. 


Of Naomi the Midrash writes that she was a kindhearted woman who 
bore her many burdens patiently. Indeed, her name was the key to her 
character. She was called Naomi. pleasant and lovely ; because her conduct 
Was lovely and pleasant. She was Ruth’s teacher in the way of goodness, and 
her motherly watchfulness over her daughter-in-law is singled out as a quality 
for which she deserves high praise. So good a woman was she that she was 
worthy of communicating with an angel. The story relates that she heard 
that the famine had ceased in Palestine, and the Midrash asks: how did she 
hear? Some say an angel told her, others that she received the intelligence 
throuch the Holy Spirit, others again, relying perhaps more on commonsense 
than on mysticism, declared simply that travelling traders must have told 
her. When she returned to her native city the people came out to meet her. 
The Midrash suggests either that there was a crowd near the town because 
the people were about to celebrate the barley harvest; or, alternatively, 
that the first wife of Boaz had died, and a large assembly had come toget her 
for her funeral. Whatever the cause may have been, the women in the crowd 
Were surprised to see her poverty-stricken, the Naomi whose maids had been 
beaut if ully adorned and had ridden on camels. If this was her plight, they 
asked, to what purpose had she been exiled from Palestine ? In all her 
tribulations she did not lose her sound commonsense, and the Midrash puts 
into her mouth the doctrine that a woman’s proper place, the place where she 
ean find happiness best of all, is her husband’s and not her father’s house. In 
the end Naomi received her reward; Ruth’s son was like her own child. 
Holy writ, indeed, records that a son was born to Naomi, and the Midrash 
*xplains that her name is mentioned as the mother because she undertook 
the education of the child—-which demonstrates that he who takes a child, 
and especially an orphan child, into his house and brings it up is regarded as 
though he had given the child its life. In this sense could there have been 
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anything more comforting to Naomi than that a son (Ruth's son) should have 
been born to her ? 

The third woman in the story is Orpah, who is depicted as a weakling 
and an idol-worshipper, so that Orpah became a reproach. AMS ABW) 
(Mp INS. Yet before she turned her back on her mother-in-law, she is 
said to have shed four tears. and those four drops of kindliness made her 
worthy of being the mother of four heroes, of whom Goliath was one. 

Of the four men in the story, Boaz naturally stands head and shoulders 
above the others. The Midrash declares that he was the dominating character 
ofhisage. It was the period of the Judges, following on the death of Deborah, 
and Boaz was identified as the Judge Iftzan, and to indicate his position of 
importance, the Midrash relates that he was the President of a Beth Lin 
Fae res SN. So good a man was he, so beloved of God, that his prayers 
were heard, and in consequence the famine ceased. He was also a shrewd 
judge of character. No sooner did he set eyes on Ruth than he realised her 
attractiveness, and her sunny nature. ‘Do not treat her lightly,” 
he said to his reapers,“ for she is a king's daughter, and do not jest with her, 
nor let her hear indelicate words.” He must have been a considerate 
employer. Despite his high social position, he yet came down himself to 
take part in the harvest with his men, realising that the presence of one in 


‘authority would check the natural inclination of the harvesters to rowdy 


conduct. But he was also a careful hushbandman. knowing that the master's 
eye is @ necessary factor in all good husbandry. Above all, he was a con- 
siderate man. When. in the middle of the nicht. he awoke and. found a 
strange woman near him, his words were gentle and kindly. ‘* Blessed art 
thou of the Lord.’ he “a\5 to his visitor. 

Boaz: Are vou a demon or a woman ? 

Ruth: A woman. 

Boaz : Married ‘or single ? 

Ruth : Single. 

Boaz: Who are you ? 

Ruth: lam Rath, thy handmaid. 

The Midrash gives high praise to this delicate conversation, and suggests 


that throughout his life King David thanked God for the kindliness of Boaz 


to Ruth. Had the former uttered a harsh word to the latter, they might 
never have been married, and the Davidic Dynasty would never have been, 
This praise David gave to God at midnight on a harp which hung on his bed, 
There was cood cause for this gratitude, for, as Rabbi Abahu declared : “when 
&@ hero marries a heroine, their offspring are sure to be heores.”’ Boaz was 
a@ mighty man of valour (S94 9933), and he married a valiant woman 
(Ss mwy); is it surprising that’ David, also, is called a mighty man of 
valour ? 

Elimelech cuts a poor figure in the story. He was a rich man possessed 
of flocks and herds, but he had an evil eve ("95 Ty). A small-souled man, 
we should say to-day. who feared that when the famine came he would be 
greatly bothered by the poor, and because he might have to give to the poor 
his fortune would be diminished. So, though he wasa Judge and a man of 
influence, instead of lending a hand to ameliorate the conditions in the com- 
munity, he left the community to shift for itself, and sought a haven of 
peace for himself and his dependants. The Midrash blames Elimelech because 
he was ignorant of a vital principle—namely, that the rich is more beholden 
to the poor than the poor is to the rich. The poor, by appealing to the rich, 
affords the latter the opportunity of obtaining a share in the world to come ; 
and what higher desire cana man have thanthat ? The two sons of Elimelech 
were worthy of their sire. Their characters were weak ; they were full of 
sinfulness, and they are especially blamed because they left Palestine. 

It is true to say that the Book of Ruth is a woman's book. Its two 
splendid women dominate the scene, and the one excellent male character is 
introduced in order to show to better effect the worth of at least one of the 
women. The Midrash is always good reading ; the Midrash on the Book of 
Ruth reaches a high level of excellence.

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The Gift of the Law. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially prepared for Tak JewisH CHRONICLE. 
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Rabbi Akiba said: “ Beloved are Israel, since to them was qiven 
a means of delight. By a still greater act of love it was made 
known to them that a means of delight had been given to them, by 
which the world was created.”—Esather iu, &. 


Rabbi Akiba’s saying is worthy of study because it presents the 
characteristically happy Jewish view of the purposes of Divine revelation. 
This philosophy of religion does not posit a world of evil that can only be 
redeemed by a stern and rigid system of law or by an illogical principal of 
vicariousatonement. Itrepresents Sinai as the scene ofa gift that fulfilled 
desire and brought delight to the happy recipients. It was a gift, says Rabbi 
Akiba, whose value was enhanced by aclear exposition of its nature and of 
the opportunities opened out to those to whom it had been entrusted. 
By such an ex position Israel were enabled to learn how best they might 
obtain for themselves the fullest measure of happiness in its observance. 
The gift itself was an act of Divine love. The lesson was a still greater 
proof of the goodness of God. ~~ Now, therefore, if ye will obey my voice 
indeed and keep my covenant, then ye shall be unto me a peculiar 
treasure above all people” (Exodus xix., 5). Further, Rabbi Akiba 
remarks : The Torah was not only a means of delight for Israel, 
a fulfilment of desire. It was the same instrument of delight that 
had brought about the creation of the world. Israel, in using 
this instrument, is not only fulfilling her own destiny, but 
helping to achieve tne ultimate destiny of mankind. A AION "55 is 
something that is either a thing of beauty in itself or a means 
of producing that which is beautiful and desirable. Thus in Akiba’s 
view, Creation may be looked upon as God's vehicle for the expression of 
the beautiful. The Torah completes the expression, because it teaches 
the ultimate identity of beauty, of goodness and of truth. The Torah 
tells us: “God saw everything that He had made, and behold it was very 
good.” (Genesisi., 51.) The Divine satisfaction covered something more 
than what we usually speak of as the beauty of nature. It included the 
ultimate beauty of human life, the possibility of imitation of the Divine 
pattern. So also Rabbi Akiba remarks (in a preceding verse of this 
% a chapter of the Ethics of the Fathers) that every man was beloved, since 
; he was made in the image of God. Anda further special love was vouch. 
; safed to him in that he was given to understand the implications of that 
; ag likeness. Butthough the Divine spark of the beauty of perfection may be 
iB found in every human soul, its full illumination is only to be derived from 
that “ Law of the Lord that restoreth the soul, that rejoiceth the heart, and 
enlighteneth the eyes ” (Psalm xix., 7, 8). The Torah is God's gift to 
Israel. They give it in their turn to mankind. Thus is completed the 
work of the Creation to demonstrate the glory of God and render possible 
the highest achievements of His children. The Yorah, thus regarded, is 
the acme of desire, the instrument of delight. It is like the Psalmist’s 
instrument of ten strings with which he finds it “a good thing to give 
thanks to God—'‘to tell of his lovingkindness in the morning and of His 
faithfulness by night” (Psalm xcii.). “The more one learns of 
his own life’s adaptabilities, the more joy-giving does his life 
become.” The Toruah—a many-stringed inostrument—teaches -us how 
to use tbe various opportunities of life and how to derive 
fresh joys from our fulfilment of their manifold purposes. So do 
God's statutes become songs in the house of our pilgrimage. Songs that 
are the expression of our own joy; songs that will bea source of joy to 
ae those ‘privileged to hear them. Te Revelation has been vouchsafed 
- to us has taught us how to use God's laws asa means of satisfying the 
: desires of our hearts and of bringing delightiato the souls of other men. So 
te in the Hebrew prayer-book the acknowledgment of the gift of the Law 
a is coupled with the. expression of our gratitude for the Divine 
| love of which the Torah is the symbol and the embodiment. 
“With everlasting love hast Thou loved the house of Israel, Thy 
people. A law aud commandments, statutes and judgments hast Thou 
taught us.” The gifts that issue from the Divine storehouse, partake 
of the nature of the Giver. They are creative and enlightening. They 
are sources not of sadness, bat of delight. The Divine wisdom is older 
than creation, yet younger than the smallest child. It combines past 
experien'e with future opportunities. “The Lord possessed me in the 
b ginning of His way, b:fore His works of old. While as yet He had not 
made the earth, nor the flelds, nor the earliest dust of the world. I was 
brought up as achi/t, nearto Him, a source of daily delight, rejoicing 
before Him every hour; rejoicing in His land—the world; finding my 
delight with human kind.” (i'roverbs viii.) 'l hat is Solomou’s picture of the 
Divine wisdom. That isthe Hebrew’'s account of what God's liw may mean 


for man. It is the complete pictare of the M193 253 the source of 
true delight. For what is it, when all paths have been explored by man, 
what is it that brings true joy into the world? Is it not the conscious 
endeavour to fullow “the pattern given on the Mount.” To so attune our 
lives by obedience to God’s law that they may be in harmony with that 
perfection of beauty which is at once a realised ideal of goodness and a 
complete acknowledgment and attainment of truth.

Such a procedure is, of course, unthinkable and the conclusion jc 
forced upon us that the text cannot refer to the individual Israciite ee. 
ting his corn, but of some formal and ceremonial act of first putting “the 
sickle to the standing corn.” No mention of this, however, is to bye dic. 
covered in the early documents of the Pentateuch, and we have to search 
for it in the Book of Leviticus which, according to the critics, was not 
written until about two centuries after Deuteronomy ! 

In Leviticus xxiii.,10ff, it is prescribed in connection withthe Passover 
celebrations, “Ye shall bring the sheaf of the first-fruits of your harvest 
unto the priest; and he shall wave the sheaf before the Lord on the 
morrow after the Sabbath.” This sheaf of the first-fruits must be the result 
ofthe ceremony of pitting the sickle to the standing corn, as presupposed in 
Deuteronomy, and Rabbinic literature has preserved a detailed account of 
the ceremony. ‘That this is the required reference is proved by what is 
stated in verse 15 of that chapterin Leviticus: “And ye shall count unto you 
from the morrow after the day of rest, frum the day that ye brought the 
sheaf of the waving, seven weeks shall there be complete.” 

The comparison of these two passages relative to the counting of the 
days makes the conclusion unescapable that, contrary to the “assured 
results” of the Higher Criticism, Deuterononiy assumes the existence of 
Leviticus, since in the matter of dating the Festival of Siialuol it is 
incapable of definition without it. 

An interesting problem is suggested by the phrase “ morrow after the 
Sabbath ” and “ morrow after the day of rest "—they are identical in the 
Hebrew—which has in fact aroused much cootroversy. The Sadducees 
took the word P2W quite literally and maintained that the sheaf 
was waved, and the counting of the days began on the Sunday 
following the fifteenth of Nisan. Hence Shabuoct must always be 
observed on aSunday! The Pharisees, on the other hand, argued that 
MSV meant “the day when work ceased,” and the context made it 
obvious that the holy day of Passover is intended, viz., the fifteenth of 
Nisan. 

‘The Rabbinical view is suppor.ed by the ancient authorities. 
Eezpecially noteworthy is the corroboration of the Septuogint, dating 
from the third century B.c.F.. which renders the disputed phrase ~ on 
the morrow of the tirst day” (i.¢., of the Festival). Josephus (Ant). 
quities III., x., 5) declares quite explicitly, “On the second day of 
Unileavened Bread, which is the sixteenth of the month, they Iirst 
partake of the fruits of the harvest,” and he proceeds to describe the 
offering of the first fruits of barley. 

In later times the Karaites adopted the Sadducean view, and Jehudah 


Halevi argues against it in his Kuzar/, Quite uaojustifiab'y he uuder- 


stands “the morrow after the Sabbath,” to mean the Sunday, and claims 
that “the first day of the week is only mentioned. for argument’s sake in 
the following manner: should the day of ‘ putting the sickle to the corn | 
be a Sunday, you count till Sanday. From this we conclude that should 
the beginning be on a Mouday, we count till Monday. The date of 
putting the sickle, from which we count, is left for us to fix.” (II1., $i, 
ed. Hirschfeld, p. 174). This reasoning is very weak, and it is rather 
surprising that he does not use the Rubbinic line of argam nt.

A Tramp from the Caucasus to Palestine. 


THE THRILLING STORY OF A PIONEER. 


In 1924, a band of some 500 Zionists escaped from Siberia, 
«here they were held as prisoners. They determined to flee to 
Todo so they had to face the dangers of a thirteen 
months’ tramp, which only less than a 
tenth of them survived. The party had 
to cross desert and jungle, and make 
their way through a host of dangers. 
One of the intrepid band was Mr. 
Isaac who is now in 
England on a visit from Palestine. 
To representative of THr 
CHRONICLE, he told the thrilling story 
of this epic trek from the Caucasus to 
Palestine. 

“ When the extreme Communist Party 
in Russia had become discredited, and 
Lenin’s Ne» had come into power,” 
explained Mr. Margoshes, “the Zionist 
Movement sprang into new life. The 
jealousy of the Yevsekisia was soon aroused, and the organised persecution 
of Zionists was revived. Hundreds of Zionists were arrested, and it was 
not long before I found myself a prisoner along with fifty others, for no 
other offence than that of being a Zionist. 

“We were off-red our liberty providing we agreed to subscribe to a 
declaration that (1) we renounced our Zionist principles as being sub- 
versive of all that is best in Judaism and in Scialism; (2) we undertook 
to disclose, or give information leading to the detection of all secret 
Zionist organisations in the country. We, of course, refused to buy 
freedom at such a price and we were consequently deported to Siberia. 

“ After a weary journey from Odessa we were put into internment at 
the concentration camp at Tobolsk. We suffered the direst treatment. 
A number of our men died, some, it was said, as the result of the treat- 
ment by our jailers. Others died of consumption, which became terribly 
prevalent. We could hope for no mercy, and we finally determined upon 
the highly precarious :esort of flight. | 

“Our opportunity came,” said Mr. Mergoshes, “ when-one day our 
keepers were asleep, under the spell of an extra dose of vodka. Eighteen 
ofus, including a man of sixty-eight, escape !. We made our way on foot, 
of course, right through the heart of Russia, via Orenburg and Pskau, 
to Moscow and Kiev. There we learnt that we could not proceed to 
Odessa, our home city, because enquiries were being made about us by 
the police. 

“On the advice of the Zionist organisation in the city, we proceeded 
to Baku, intending to march from thence to the Persian border, and so 
through Mesopotamia and Syria, to Palestine. At Baku we found that 
some two thousand Jews from Kiev, Odessa. Zitomir, and other places, 
Were there waiting for a similar opportunity, Some who had started 
succeeded in crossing, others had fallen into the hands of the Bolsheviks. 

“Well, we got in touch with the head of the secret Zionist organisation 
in Baku, who induced the Chief Rabbi there to write to his brother in 
Lenkoran,.in the Caucasus. From him we learned that arrangemen's 
could be made, by what was really a ruse, for bringing ov ‘r about twenty 
men. Lenkoran is a health resort, to which thousands of invalids flock 
for cure at the mineral baths. So we obtained, with the aid of the 
head of the Zionist Org misation, certificates of ill-health, and so gained 
fasy admission into the city, with permissioa to remain six weeks. We 
Were divided into groups aud quartered in various places. 

“There are four distinct groups of Jews in the Caucasus,” said 
Mr. Margoshes in reply to a question by our representative, “ High- 
land Jews. Sephardim, Ashkenazim, and Gerim or proselytes. Each 
sreup has its own customs and ceremonies, its own synagogue and 
School. Each trains up its young ia its own traditions. The Gerim 
ae the descendants of those who hundreds of years ago lived on the 
banks of the Volga, and, like the Kuzars, embraced Judaism. They 
were then banished by the Tsarist Government to Siberia and the Cau- 
Casus. There are about six thousand Of these Gerim in Lenkoran alone. 
lhey have their owua Rabbi and Shochet. Tuey mix little witua the other

With great haste we ascended the mountain 
and then rolled headlong down to the bottom of the other. side, where 
we layin hiding for two days. Only by a mirace had we escaped 
from the bands of our pursuers. 

“ After five days’ journey we came to a little hamlet close by a wood 
where hunters lived in little wooden huts.

Palestine as I saw it. 


By Rev. Dr. H. PEREIRA MENDES. 


I have just left Palestine after a resideace there of almost five months. 
I went primarily to study the spiritual outlook there for my people and 
for the world at large; next, to sjudy the elucational and economic 
conditions obtaining there. 

On the day I landed, instead of basing elated by the fact that at last I 
stood on Palestine’s sacred soil, that at last a dream of my life was 
realised, I felt depressed and sadienel. Because the thoujnt persisted 
in obtruding itself into my mind of the shameful in tratitu le and disloyalty 
of my ancestors in Bible days when Palestine was theirs, of their utter 
unworthiness of God's grace and Providencs so often exercised on their 
behalf, of their degrading inability to appreciate and rise toa couscious- 
ness of the lofty idealism of prophetanti psal mist, vouchsafed to them 
for the uplift and blessing of all mankind. atte 

But the daughter of that s1d thought was a be2aatifal one. Granting 
that my brothers and sisters of to-day are like my ancestors of old, 
angrateful and disloyal to God, uaworthy of His Grac> and Providence, 
unable to appreciateeand rise to the idealisms of Prophet's inspiration 
and Psalmist’s aspiration—granting that ino all countries Jewish 
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Thus equipped we travelled some distance across the border, 
and had practically reached the opposite side, when a man on horse- 
back rode up and insisted on our returning by the way we had come. 
But the letter of the Persian Consul saved us, and we were allowed to

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religion is waning—cannot, shall not cry ‘Palestine for the Jews,” 
be made to mean ‘ Palestine restored to the Jews and the Jews restored 
to God ?’” 

I visited schools and institutions, usually in special trim when visitors 
are expected, but I took occasion to speak quietly with student and 
laboratory-worker in order to judge for myself how far into the wisdom 
which they were imbibing entered that reverence which is “the 
beginning of wisdom,” as Bible-psalmist and Bible-philosopher, and our 
own experiences teach us. In one school, which I visited the day after 
landing, a school shepherded by a high and noble-souled gentleman and 
his wife, Mr. and Mrs Herman Struck, I spent hours, and was delighted 
with the spirit of reverence shown by the teachers and children. Io 
another school, in another city, I found two of the teachers wh» did not 
approve of teaching the children to recite the blessing of Hamotzi! 

I visited several of the colonies; and not content with the superficial 
view presented to tourists and visitors who too often have to be content 
with outside appearances, I, on one occasion, entered and ate in the home 
of one of the colonists—it wasin a Socialist colony—thus to learn by closer 
intimacy, the actual conditions of life there. The food, the milk, the 
eggs, the strawberries, all, of course, fresh from the little farm of my 
host, were excellent and cleanly served. One end of the room was 
screened off as kitchen. The rest of the room was dining-room, sitting- 
room, reception-room, and library combined. But the character of the 
book on the table, and the conversation with ason of the house, pro- 
claimed the wonderful idealism that was inspiring the lives of the inmates 
of that humble home. 

I was not long in Palestine before I heard of, and saw great industrial 
enterprises—launched by Jews for Palestine’s regeneration. I heard of 
plans to harness Jordan ; to exploit Dead Sea chemicals; to create a vast 
harbour at Haifa with Jaffa as a sister-port; I saw great hotels, built or 
in course of construction. I saw one especially significant, for it claims 
to utilise the hot-springs of Tiberias and thus rival, as its advertisement 
phrases it, “ the springs of Carlsbad, Marienbad and all other celebrated 
Spas!” It was built and is “run” by a Jew, but its advertisement 
sayeth not that Kashrut is observed. ; 

To me, personally, Tiberias had special attraction, for the city, with 
the thermal springs, and the adjoining villages, were granted by the 
Sultan Suleiman II, the Magnificent (1520-635), as he was called, to Don 
Joseph Nasi, a member of the Mendes family, four hundred years ago. 
To quote from Sterling’s “ The Jew and Civilisation,” 


With the help of the Pasha of Damascus, he mow set about the realisation 
of a cherished dream, which was nothing less thin that which occupies the 
thought of the Jewish world to-day. He built a great wall about his city (I saw 
the ruins) and sent a proclamation to Europe inviting the persecuted of his 
race toreturn: Toall who would work as farmers or as ¢rtisans, he offered 
homes and free transport on bis own ships. While waiting the coming of the 
immigrants, he set about the planting of mulberry-trees and arranging for the 


carrying on of other industries (p. 96). 

Nor could I forget the name of his niece, Donna Gracia Mendes, whose 
charities in Safed, a neighbouring city, her gentleness of character, and 
the fine part she played in securing peace for Venice deserve recognition, 
for they are an inspiration to Jewish womanhood. 

Besides the harnessing of the Jordan, the exploitation of the Dead Sea 
for chemicals, the construction of great harbours, and the erection of 
modern hotels, my attention was drawn to the huge works to generate 
electricity set up by Rutenberg—the man who, when he one day 
invited Commander Kenworthy, M.P., to see his dynamos, was told “ No 
—you are the dynamo I want to see! ” 

And I was shown the neighbouring cement factories—I chatted with 
one of the brothers owning it, Jews, and all their employees are Jews. 
I saw great orange groves, olive groves, colonies producing grain and 
vegetables. 

But is all this the “ be-all and end-all” of all our efforts to regenerate, 
restore and revive Palestine? Is all this the “ be-all and end-all” of the 
dreams, the aims, the efforts, the many years of earnest work of the 
Jews in and out of Palestine, cal! their groups what you will— Zionists, 
Hadassah, Keren Hayesod, Keren Kayemet, Misrachi, Chassidim, etc., 
etc.? Isall this the“ be-all and end-all” of the soul-lifting messages to us, 
and through us to the nations of the World, messages voiced by our 
prophets—the “ be-all and end-all” of the heart-lifting aspirations of our 
psalmists, the “ be-all and end-al!” of the devotion, the self-sacrifice, the 
heroism of our countless martyrs of a centuried history ; is this the “‘ be-all 
and end-all” of our inspiring past—cement and electricity, chemicals and 
commerce, tourists and fruit, corn and cabbages ? 

Let me make one other point: I heard during my stay in Palestine, 
not once but a hundred times, that Palestine was to be, or is, the ‘‘ Home- 
land of the Jews.” Is my house my home if I may not penetrate into 
this or that cupboard; if I may not enter this or that room: if I am 
warned that I must be careful here, and careful there, lest others hurt 
me; if l am told that in this room there are people who hate me, and in 
that room people who are in discord with people in the next room and all 
in diseord with me? Is Palestine a “ Home ”-land if I may not penetrate 
into Machpelah’s cave where those dear to me are buried: if a 
Calvary, a Gethsemane, a Golgotha, or a Mosque of Omar are 
held by those who love me not and even hate each other” 
Is Palestine a Home-land for us if Muezzin’s call to prayer, the 
discord of Church Easter-bells, jar on us by reminding us, as they must, 
of signals for Jewish massacre in bye-gonedays? Can we feel “at home ” 
there if religious animosities affecting us exist therein? Sir Alfred 
Austin once remarked: ‘‘The Jews find homes in all lands, but are ‘at 
home ' in none.” 

I visited the ‘‘Western Wall,” and found soldiery policing the 
approaches, not singly but in platoons.. I asked the question why, and 
was told it was a Mohammedan holy day, and the English authorities 
were afraid some spark might raise a conflagration. Could I feel “ at 
home ’’ in the land of my fathers ? 

While I was in Jerusalem for the Passover, the Arabic paper, MIRAT 
EL SHARQ, according to the PALESTINE WEEKLY, declared “ There are in 
this country 700,000 Arabs, increasin s annually by 30,000 to 49,000 persons. 
They possess most of the lands in Palestine, most of the Villages, and are 
surrounded by millions of their brethren Arabs who are the real proprietors 
of the country. The second partof the Balfour Declaration gives a guarantee 

of their political rights. The League of Nations and the nations of the 
World have recognised this second part of the Declaration . . .” It is 
impossible to establish a Jewish Government here unless all the Arabs, 
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or at least a majority of them, were to disappear . . . Such a thing 
is impossible.” And the same issue of the PALESTINE WrEEKLy. renorts 
from the IQpAM of Jaffa, further Arab sentiment as follows. « The 
country is Arabic, in spite of the denials of the Zionists. Ip a », cent 
debate in the House of Commons, Col. Wedgwood remarked ‘1; the 
Arab intelligencia were to be polled to-morrow, they would say: Leaye 
this country and leave us toruleit.’” With such an “ atmosphere in 
Palestine,” can we call Palestine a Jewish “ Home ”-land ” 


Why do we want Palestine? Do we quite understand the “roason 
why?” Enough, for the present, to say that we want it, less for ony. 
selves than for the world’s blessing. But we want to know and to fee] 


that it is our “ Home ”-land in the full and true sense of the word " tlome,” 
stretching “from the river of Egypt to the great river, the 


river 
Euphrates”—I use the actual words of the Divine Donor (see Gen. xy. 19). 
and we want to know and to feel that we are a National entity. Hea, 
the prophet thunder the words : 

“Thus saith the Lord, Who giveth the sun for a light by day, the ordinances 
of the moon and stars for a light by night. who stirreth up the sea and the 
waves thereof roar, the Lord of Hests.is His name,—If these ordinances depart 
from before Me, saith the Lord, Then shali the seed of Israel also cease f m 


being a nation before Me for ever ” (Jer. xxxi., 35-35). 

Is not this national entity? I know there are some who cal! them. 
selves non-Zionists, who know better than the Lord—or rather, who 
think they do. They say “ the Lordis mistaken, He is wrong and we are 
right!” But this national entity is to be altruistic. a blessing "— 
“Through thee shail all nations of the earth be blessed.” This is the 
charge Divine given to us by God Himself in the very first message He 
gave to Abraham, the founder of our nation when He sent him to Pales. 
tine and gave it to him and his descendants. We want Palestine for 
altruistic reasons. We want Palestine, not just for “cement and elec. 
tricity, chemicals and commerce, corn and cabbages,” but for the spiritual 
uplift, the blessing of the world! 

I lived for many weeks on Carmel. I felt the spirit of the great Tish- 
bite prophet who made that spot such holy ground. Iseemed to hear his 
cry that has immortalised that mountain: “How long shall ye halt 
between two opinions—either God is God or He is not!” (I. Kings xvilii., 
21, etc.) 

_ Reader: “ How long will you halt between two opinions?”  \\ hat is 
your cry as to Palestine”? Are you for “ prophets or profits?” My cry is 
“Palestine for prophets’ ideals—world-uplift, world-blessing, world. 
peace.” What is yours ?

Deportation Orders Revoked in Palestine. 
ALLOCATION OF NEW CERTIFICATES.

In response to the representations of the Zionist Executive, Sir John 
Chancellor has revoked the orders of deportation against two Meso- 
potamian Jews who entered the country illegally, but who are now 
usefully employed here. The deportation order against the Yiddish 
writer, Mr. Alexander, has been postponed as a result of the Zionist 
Organisation’s appeal. ‘ 

The Zionist Executive and the Vaad Aliah, have decided to allocite 
the first 1,000 new immigration certificates as follows: 150 for relatives 
of Jews in Palestine ; 150 for Yemenite Jews; 100 for Jews able to do 
useful work, but not qualified as Chalutzim; 200 for qualified workers 
and 400 for trained Chalutzim. 


Russo-Jewish Families Demand Colonies. 
DISPUTE WITH THE ZIONIST ORGANISATION. 

One of the matters brought up before the Actions Committee on behalf 
of a group of about 150 Russo-Jewish families was the desirability of 
settling the dispute between the Zionist Organisation and those families 
concerning the sum of money which the late Mr. Boris Goldberg under- 
took to transmit to the Zionist Executive about nine years ago. [he 
Russian families in question want the money received by the Zionist 
Executive to be used in establishing them in colonies in Palestine. 

The matter has been handed over to a special commission to be 
settled before the entry into power of the Jewish Agency. 


Gold Deposits in the Dead Sea. 
A FRENCH SCIENTIST’S OPINION.

Dr. Georges Claude, a French scientist, writing in the magazine 
Animateur des Temps Nouveauz, declares that the Dead Sea is an oceah 
of gold from which many millions worth of precious metal can be 
extracted. One third of this gold, contends Dr. Claude, can be extracted 
in fifteen years of scientific exploration. This theory, says the French 
scientist, is far from a dream. In all sea water, explains Dr. Claude, 
there is a small quantity of gold, although ordinarily its extraction would 
not be profitable. In the Dead Sea, however, the gold content !s forty 
times greater than the average, due to evaporation, which has ampere 
increased the salt content of the water. Besides the gold, adds )% 
Claude, there are large quantities of salt and chemicals.

American Zionists are preparing for elections to the coming Congress, 
For the first time the elections will be on a democratic basis, and on 
June 9th Zionists will go to the polls to vote for delegates on six separate 
tickets, Which are: 

Zionist Organisation of America, headed by Mr. Louis Lipsky, 
Mizrachi Organisation, headed by Mr. Gedaliah Bublik. 

Yeire Zion of America, headed by Dr. Arlosoroff. 

Poale Zion, headed by Mr. Berl Locker. 

Oppositionist Group, headed by Judge Julian W. Mack, 
Revisionist Group, headed by Mr. Mordecai Dances. 

Although the elections will be democratic in nature, it was not until 
the last moment that a general election was decided upon. In order to 
avoid com plication and expense, officials of the American Zionist Organisa- 
tion approached the leaders of the five Zionist groups and attempted to 
bring them under one ticket, allotting a certain number of delegates to 
each party. Four of the groups, the Mizrachi, Poale Zion, Oppositionists, 
and Revisionists consented to this. The Ziere Zion, however, were 
opposed. Inthe circumstances there was nothing for the Organisation 
to do but to declare a democratic election with six distinct tickets seeking 
votes. 


Previously to this, however, negotiations were carried on between the 
Oppositionists and the Revisionists to issue a single ticket on these two 
groups and thereby mutually support each other’s candidates in the 
elections. But the two groups failed to reach any agreement. 

The Oppositionist and Revisionist movements are growing, and there 
isa large demand for speakers from both groups. The recent visit to 
America of Mr. Jacoby and Mr. Suskin, who arrived from Europe, added 
considerable enthusiam to the Revisionist movement. 


The Opposition group has issued the following programme: 


. 1. We stand for the achievement of the Jewish National Home as expressed 


in the Basle hy oenmg and incorporated in the Balfour Declaration and the 
Mandate for Palestine. ; 
2. We advocate in any consideration of the organisation of the Jewish 


Agency adherence to the principles of the resolution of the 18th, 14th and 15th 
a Congresses, especially with reference to the inviolability of the 
andate. 

3. We urge that in the constitution of the Extended Agency (a) Palestinian 
Jewry be regarded as a third group, distinct from both the Zionists and the 
non-Zionists , (b) that except the President of the World Zionist Organisation 
and the (hairman of the Executive of the World Zionist Organisation no 
member of the Zionist Executive or officer of the Organisation shall hold office 
inthe Jewish Agency. We urge this in order that the identity of the Zionist 
Organisation may be preserved and the Zionist Congress remain independently 
free to review the actions of the Zionist group in the Agency. (c) That the 
permanent and principal offices of the Agency and the place of meeting of the 
Council and of its supervising committees shall be in Palestine. 

4. We insist that in order to safeguard Zionist aims and ideals both within 
the Agency and within the Zionist Organisation and to preserve their democratic 
character, the statutes of the World Zionist Organisation be amended to the 
end that representation in any particular Congress be limited solely to delegates 
elected by Shekel payers for that Congress. 


The thirty-second annual convention of the American Zionist 
Organisation will be held in Detroit, Michigan, from June 30th to July 
énd. Delegates from almost every Zionist District, Chapter, Camp and 
Zionist grqup will attend. It is confidently expected that Mr. Louis 
Lipsky will be re-elected President of the Organisation.

Lord Cecil's Belief in Zionism. 


CHECK ON RIVALRIES OF GREAT POWERS. 


Viscount Cecil has addressed a meeting of the German Pro-Palestine 
Society at the residence of Professor Ludwig Stein in Berlin on the 
League of Nations Mandate for Palestine. A number of German officials, 
members of the foreign Embassies, German-Jewish notables and leading 
Zionists, including Colonel Kisch, were present. 

Lord Cecil declared that he became a pro-Zionist during the War, as 
a result of the convincing presentation to bim of the Zionist case by Dr. 
Weizmann, to whom he paid a great tribute. The placing of Palestine 
under the Mandate of the League of Nations, he said, ended the possible 
rivalries and jealousies of the Powers in connection with the possession of 
Palestine, and it prevented the tying of the Jewish National Home to any 
particular Power. Zionism had, therefore, proved that the League of 
Nations was a practical instrument in international politics. 


Jewish National Activities.

Mr. Montague 
Barton, J,P., welcomed Sir Meyer Spielman. Sir Meyer Spielman said 
he had brought back from Palestine a genuine inspiration to do all he 
possibly could in order to induce his fellow-dews to support the 
Palestine Movement. Mr. D. I. Sandelson, O.B.E., said that he was 


in complete agreement with the object for which Sir Meyer Spielman 
bad come to Leeds that day, 


BRADFORD.—Professor 8. Brodetsky addressed the Bradford Rotary 
Club last week on “ Palestine of To-day.” The speaker emphasised the 
fact that the progress that had been made in the country was due solely 
to what the Jewish people have been doing there, not only in the economic 
sphere, but also educatiomally and morally, for they not only raised the 
self-respect of the Jew, but also the standard of life of the Arab inhabit- 
ants. Palestine so far from being a charge on the British Exchequer, 
actually contributed to it by paying—and being the only country to pay— 
its share of the Ottoman Debt. Britons were deeply interested in the 
Jewish endeavour, and their interests could best be served by a flourish- 
ing Jewish National Home in Palestine. The reason Great Britain was 
given the mandate over Palestine was to encourage the Jews to build 
themselves a National Homethere. It was a mistaken idea to think that 
the British taxpayers were subsidising the Jews. Asa matter of fact 
Palestine had already paid the whole of the old Turkish Empire's debt to 
Great Britain. The real object was to make a self-determinating nation 


of the Jews, for they wanted Palestine to be Jewish in the same sense 
that England was English.

In the last issue of THk JEWISH CHRONICLE, “Enquirer” asks if 
Stow, in his “Survey of London,” was mistaken as to an old Jews’ 
Synagogue” being located in Lothbury—the noisy centre of the brass 
founders’ craft. This wasin the pre-expulsion period. He further asks 
if this industry was carried on by Jews, and why they should have chosen 
so noisy a thoroughfare as Lothbury for the erection of a synagoy\i-. 


The answer to the first enquiry is that Stow was not mistaken in 
locating the synagogue in Lothbury, and he is confirmed in this by con. 
temporary historians. I believe that this was the first synagogue in |.ondon 
of which we have any authentic information. It is supposed that the 
site of the Lothbury Synagogue, which dates back to the Thirtcenth 
Century, was in modern times occupied by the City Bank. 


The replies to the other enquiries are that the Jews of the period 
were not engaged in brass founding, and that they did not select Lothbury 
for @ Synagogue. It seems reasonable to suppose that the authorities, 
compelled them to have their place of worship’in this noisy street © dis- 
dainfully called Lothberie.” Moreover, I would point out to “Enquirer,” 
that Lothbury was not “away from Jewish inhabitants.” [It was a 
stone's throw from “The Jewrie,” now Old Jewry, which was at that 
time the only place in London in which the Jews were allowed to live. 
The Ghetto East of Aldgate came into existence after the Re-Setticiment.

Joint Jewish Education Board. 


(From our Correspondent.} 


A meeting of the Board was held on Sunday at the Talmud Torah 
Rooms. Mr. Levy Davis presided. A vote of condolence was passed with 


the family of the late Mr. A. A. Benjamin, J.P., and with Mr. I. Rosenblum 
On the loss of his daughter, 


Mr. Levy Davis and the Rev. I. W. Slotki, 
M.A.., were elected delegates to the forthcoming Education Conference. 
he following were co opted: Messrs. M. Cohen, Neville Laski, I. Shaer, 
B.A., I. Sunlight, G. J, Webber, Rabbis I. J. Yoffey, and H. Levin, the 
Revs. H. Freedman, B.A.. and Dr. 8S. M. Lehrman, B.A. Mr. Isaac 
Cansino was elected Vice-President. 


The Rev. I. W. StorK1, M.A., reported on the re-opening of the 
Teachers’ Classes which were held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings 
between 8 and 10 at the Talmud Torah Rooms. 

Mr. I, SUNLIGHT raised a discussion in connection with the extension 
of the work of the Board. The time had come, he said, for the institution of 
some kind of supervision over education beyond that of public bodies like 
the Religion Classes or Talmud Torahs. The private Chedarim had been 
hitherto neglected, and parents could not be trusted to choose for their 
children the most suitable teachers. Capable Melamdim would welcome 
expert supervision, and an invitation might be extended to them to join 
the Board, 

‘abbi Il. Levin felt sure the proposition was impracticable. 
Melamdim, he said, would agitate and organise opposition. Mr. A. 
FINESTONE (Chester Congregation), considered the attempt to co-ordinate 
the Me'amdim as extremely important. If the Board went about the 
matter in a spirit of helpfulness they would certainly get co-operation. 
They might even be able to obtain a grant from the War Memorial. Mr. 
Bb. Love (Oxford Road Congregation), thought the trouble with the 
Chedarim was not unwillingness to teach efficiently, but inability. What 
Was required was propaganda among parents, who should be enlightened 
as to the best teachers and institutions. 

Mr, E. HArris (Jewish Working Men’s Club) said that the constitu- 
tion of the Board provided for the roping-in of Chedarim. Attempts had 
repeatedly failed when Melamdim had a desire to institute supervision. 
Mr. M. 8. COHEN (Higher Broughton) asked if the Board had allowed 
itself to be defeated by the Chedarim. 

The Rey. Dr. 8. M. LEHRMAN, B.A., desired the Board to be practical. 
They had no right, he said, to interfere in the private Chedarim and 
should concentrate on religion classes. They should tell the Education 
Conference of their difficulty in obtaining teachers and ask for a panel of 
teachers. Mr. 1. WOLFSON (Great Synagogue) was not satisfied with the 
amount of time synagogue classes gave to education. The Chedarim 
suffered from antiquated methods. There ought to be a supervising body 
exercising a form of compulsion analogous to that of the Shechita Board. 
Mr. J. MAMLOCK (Grove House Lads’ Club) suggested the establishment of 
a school under the auspices of the Board, where the best Melamdim would 
be engaged at a proper salary. 

Mr. LEVY DAVIS pointed out that seven years ago a discussion on 
the subject had been held, but private teachers had complained they were 
tampering with their livelihood. 

‘The Rev. I. W. SLOTKI, M.A., said the matter had been taken in 
hand in 1922. He had started an enquiry into the number of private 
teachers in Manchester, had paid visits to schools, and had obtained a 
list of their names: and addresses. His results had been published 
ina memorandum. Mr. Neville Laski, the then Hon. Secretary of the 
Council, had issued a questionnaire, but could get no satisfaction. 
When Mr. Davis took the matter up again, three or four teachers had 
tried intimidation. Another meeting was held, and the present Board 
was established. Though some teachers were co-opted none had ever 
attended its meetings. The teachers objected to organisation. Many of 
them considered themselves more capable than any individual who might 
be sent to examine their classes. 
consent might be the offer of a grant; and that was against the con- 
stitution both of the Central Council for Jewish Education and of the 
Joint Jewish Education Board. There could, however, be no question as

Synagogue Foundation-Stone Laid. 


The foundation-stone of the new synagogue of the Hove Hebrew 
Congregation, in Holland Road, was laid on Sunday, by the Chief Rabbi 
of the British Empire. The building which was formerly used as 4& 
Synagogue, is being rebuilt, and will be considerably enlarged and 
beautified. There will be a spacious foyer, cloakrooms and Committee 
rooms, and the Synagogue will have accommodation for 370 worshippers. 
The architect, Mr. M. K. Glass, F.R.1 B.A., of Newcastle-on-Tyne, has 
designed a beautiful Ark, and a special feature will be large stained glass 
windows. The corner-stoves were laid by Messrs. H. Rose (President), W. 
Bilmes, J. Lemze (on behalf of Mr. W. Frankel), Trustees, B. Woolf and a 
memorial-stome was laid by Dr. M. Garden. The officiating clergy were 
the Chief Rabbi, the Rev. S. Anekstein (the Minister), and the Revs. 
B. B. Lieberman and A. Levinson of the Brighton Synagogue, assisted by 
the choir of a London Synagogue. Among those present were Mrs. Hertz 
and the Mayoress of Hove (to whom bouquets were presented from the 
Ladies’ Guild), the Mayor of Hove, Alderman B. Marks, J.P. and 
Councillor 8. Finburgh. Silver trowels were presented to the Chief 
Rabbi and others by Mr. Glass, the architect. In the course of an 
address, the Chief Rabbi said: In a few days they would be celebrating 
the giving of the discipline to the children of Israel], the occasion when 
their forefathers received at the foot of Mount Sinai those Command- 
ments which had civilised humanity, which bad aided justice and 
righteousness, and had filled the human soul with compassion, with 
reverence, and willing submission to high and holy ideals. In Hove they 
had determined to erect that house because they felt they were Jews and 
wished to remain Jews. The foundation-stone laid that day remained 
a stone. Its message was that they shoukd consecrate themselves to 
the great eternal truths of which that stone was a symbol, that they 
should fit themselves for the house of worship, and that they, children of 
Israel by descent and blood, must become children of Israel by convic- 
tion, by life, by aspiration and by achievement. 

Atter the service, a reception was held at the Palmeira Stores. 

The Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Hertz were the guests of Mr. and Mrs. 8. 
Harris, and during the afternoon Dr. Hertz consecrated their house. 
Mrs. Baron Cohen, of 3, Regency Square, has presented the Rev. 58.

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Law Cases. 

Claim for Compensation.—tIn the King’s Bench Division last week, 
a Jewish claimant for compensation in respect of injuries received in a 
street accident, when being cross-examined by a barrister, stated that in 
consequence of his injaries he had been unable to do his work. Before 
the accident, he said, he earned £5 a week. “ What amount did you 
return for income-tax last year?” asked Counsel. “I do not pay income- 
tax,” replied the man, “or at least I only pay it to the railway companies 
for carrying me about.” Counsel: But as aman earning £5 a week you 
should pay income-tax. Witness: What, with £4 a week going to the 
wife and only £1 for myself? What are you living on now ?—Well, I have 
sons. My eldest son pays me £5 10s. a week; another son pays me 25s, 
Ihave also a daughter, but a daughter wants everything for herself. 
Invited to explain why he crossed the road immediately before the 
accident, the witness said he always liked to walk on the “live side” of 
the street. Counsel: Why did you think the side you were going to was 
the “live side ” ?—Because there was a cemetery on the other side. 

fankruptcy.—A sitting was held in London Bankruptcy Court on 
Friday, for the public examination of NATHAN GAROFSKY, trading as Jack 
Cohen, lace curtain dealer, of 42-49, East Street, Walworth, formerly of 
Harrow Road, Paddington, and Station Road, Brixton. The debtor's 
statement of affairs showed total liabilities £5,955, of which £5,440 are 
unsecured, and assets valued at £736. The examination was closed. 

An application was made on Friday to Mr. Registrar Francke, in the 
London Bankruptey Court, for an order of discharge on behalf of LESLIE 
Srvon MARTIN. of 66, Great Portland Street, W., mantle manufacturer, 
who resided at Quex Road, Kilburn. The applicant failed in May, 192s, 
with provable debts £3,984 and assets £20. According to the Official 
Receiver’s report, the bankrupt changed his name by Deed Poll from 
Milch to Martin in June, 1919. His failure was attributed to insuflicient 
working capital; excess of expenses over profits, and to liability of 
£2,040 on accommodation bills. The Court suspended the discharge for 
two years. 

Claims for Damages.—In the Dublin Circuit Court, Margaret Tyrrell, 
of 1, Marine Terrace, Bray, sued ISAAC GOLDWATER, of 68, South Circular 
Road, Dublin, to recover £65 for damage alleged to have been done to her 
premises, 5, Marine Terrace, Bray, and to the furniture and effects, as 
the result of the negligence of the defendant, his agent or servants, and 
for loss consequent on such damage. Mr. Murnane, who appeared for 
the plaintiff, said that the house, 5, Marine Terrace, was let to the 
defendant by the plaintiff for the summer months of last year, furnished, 
as a private house, and, to the plaintiff's astonishment, when she went to 
the house she saw posted up in a window a notice, “ Kasher Hotel and 
Restaurant.” One of the witnesses, asanitary sub-officer, of Bray, who 
gave evidence for the plaintiff, said that he inspected the premises after the 
defendant left and found the kitchen full of old food which had been 
thrown against the wall. He would not have believed that anybody 
could leave a house in such a rotten state. He regarded the house at 
the time he inspected it as a nuisance and injurious to health. Mr. 
Cawley submitted that the description given of the house on behalf of 
the plaintiff was a preposterous exaggeration. Judge Gleeson said that he 
had come to the conclusion on the evidence that the house had been left 
in a state of revolting filth. It was plain that not only was there not 
reasonable care taken of the furniture, but it must have been damaged 
by violence in some instances. He would allow £6 damages for the 
State in which the house was left and £15 for the damage to the furniture, 
and make a decree for £21 in all. . 

At the Whitechapel County Court, on Friday, Louis Trubnick, of 7, 
St. Peter’s Road, Mile End, cooper, claimed from H. LUDER and Co., 
of 1-3, Drood Yard, St. George’s, coopers, compensation in respect of 
injuries sustained by him while employed by them. The applicant 
stated that he was employed by the respondents as a cooper, and on the 
10th of October last, while he was chopping wood to make a fire, a piece 
of wood flew up and struck him in the eye. As a result of the accidens 
he had suffered almost entire loss of sight in his left eye. He claimed 
£1 lds. per week from the 10th October to the 9th April, during which 
period he had been incapacitated. He had only received £1 frdm his 
employers. The defendants denied liability on the ground that the in jury 
Was not caused by accident arising in the course of his employment. 
Cross-examined, Mr. Luder agreed that he gave applicant a cheque for 
“15, which had been dishonoured, but this cheque was given to applicant 
rather than defend an action by the applicant. Judge Cluer, in giving 
judgment, stated that on the evidence he could not possibly find that the 
accident happened in the course of applicant’s employment. He believed 
that it must have happened before he started work on thatday. He 
made an award in favour of the respondents. After judgment had been 
given, Mr. Trubnick’s son shouted out: “He isa liar. It is not fair!” 
eeerering to a policeman’s evidence). Judge Cluer immediately fined 

im 40s, or seven days. Mr. Trubnick’s son continued to cause a distur- 
bance, shouting: “I will not pay the fine. I will go to prison for him.” 
The Judge thereupon ordered him to be committed to prison for seven 
days without the option of a fine.

A decidely better feeling prevails in the stock markets. Politics 
are regarded as being out of the way. The future of the Labour 
Government will, of course, be followed with very close attention, 
but the actual state of the parties in the House of Commons is regarded 
as 4 saving clause, and that drastic legislation will be avoided. Markets 
are, therefore, gaining courage. The monetary position 1s reasonably 
satisfactory. The demand for credits to finance speculation on Wall 
Street is much less persistent. This removes one of the greatest 
cause for anxietyin Lombard Street. Whether New York will take 
gold from the open market during the next few weeks remains to be 
seen, but it has to be acknowledged that the position of the Bank of 
England at the moment is quite good. Large credit supplies are 
available for Stock Exchange purposes. This money is expected to 
come forward now that general conditions are more hopeful. Prices 
may easily show a rallying tendency during the summer months, 
perticularly as the demand for stock already existing has disclosed a 
shortage of supplies in the market. Great activity on the Stock Ex- 
change is not to be anticipated during the summer months, but it is 
cenerally believed that markets in general will show to better advantage 
than has been the case of late. 

The Speculative Sections. 

A feature of considerable interest and importance en the Stock Exchance 
is (he tendency to lee ve home industrial ehares alone and to direct speculative 
‘tention clewhere. Home industrial shares have held the field for a very 
kong time. It wes in the summer of 1927 thet the movement towards home 
industrials really begen. This developed into the boom of 1928 and which 
really did not finich until the reising of the Bank Rate in February of this 
vear. The position to-dey is that speculators ere looking elsewhere for fresh 
fields to conquer. Their attention is being directed very largely to Rhodesia 
copper mining shares. Dealers in the market state that the public is now 
taking much more interest in Rhodesia. A point which should be remembered 
is that most of the shares in this section have already scored very substantia | 
edvances. The advances have been registered within a comparatively short 
time. The Rhodesian field promises according to present indications a 
very encouraging future. It has to be realised, however, thet most of the 
properties there are still in the development stage. It is impossible at this 
juncture to state with any degree of accuracy that any particular company 
will meke good. There is, however, great confidence in the future, largely 
because many of the prominent South African finance undertakings, with the 
Kio Tinto Copper Co., have extended financial support towards the develop- 
ment of the Rhodesian fields, Despite this, all the Rhodesian shares must 
be regerded as distinctly speculative and only those who can afford to take 
risks with their capital should ecquire an interest. 

Improvement in Tin. 

Another section ef the Stock Exchenge which looks like reviving is that 
for tin mining shares, This department has been under a cloud for many 
months. The price of the commodity has been receding and, in fact, has 
becn below £200 per ton for some little time. At this price for tin, many 
compenies on the various producing fields are unable to work at 2 profit. 
The Maley Tin dredging propositions can, of course, work remuneretively 
with tin well below £200, but the majority of companies in Nigeria and many 
in Cornwall have to close down with tin at below the £200 level. The diffi- 
culty of the situation has been thet despite an ever-increesing demand, the 
production of tin has been a little in excess of requirements. This hes been 
possible through the use of up-to-dete machinery. Steps are now being 
taken towards co-operation between the producers of tin. The object is to 
curtail production to consumptive requirements. This is calculated to avoid 
wild end irregular movements in the price of the metal which is detrimental 
to the interests of both producers and consumers. It certainly appears that

Your Board will further recommend that it is desirable to capitalise the sum 
of £60,000, being part of the undivided profits of the Company, and that the sum 
ot £60,000 be capitalised arid appropriated to the holders of the existing Ordinarv 
Shares of the Company in the proportion of one “A” share for every ten existing 
Ordinary Shares held. It is not the intention of the Board to deal with the balance 
of the “‘A’”’ Shares at present, 

the Chairman concluded by moving the adoption of the report and accounts, 
the confirmation of the cumulative dividend of 10 per cent. already paid to the 
Preference Sharchoiders, and the payment of a dividend at the rate of 15 per cent. 
per annum, less Income-tax, on the Ordinary Shares. 

Mr. I. M. Sieff, B.Com. (Vice-Chairman and Assistant Managing Director), 
in seconding the ‘motion, said :—~ 

Our merchandising policy has demonstrated quite definitely that a new kind 
of relationship must exist between the manufacturer and the distributor, in order 
that the full benefits and economies capable of being achieved shall be mutually 
enjoved. It is one of our fixed principles that all manufacturers, or their repre- 
sentatives, whether we are doing business with them or not, are welcomed by our 
buyers, who are always ready to discuss the possibility of new or extended business 
with them. 

Our buving organisation has been trained to realise the tremendous importance 
which rests in the complete and whole-hearted co-operation between the manu- 
facturer and ourselves, for it is this attitude of co-operation which has enabled us 
to put articles on our counters for sale at prices which one or two years ago would 
have been thought impossible of attainment. We are thoroughly convinced that 
by this continued interlocking of the manufacturer's .and distributor's interests, 
we can produce in the future even better values for our public. 

In the course of our future expansion, our efforts will be directed not only to 
develop a larger volume of business with our existing manufacturers and suppliers, 
but also to’ bring into close relationship with us new manufacturers who have the 
necessary facilities and organisation for the manufacture of the goods which we 
sell to the public. . 

In an analvsis of.the increase of trade Which we have attained during the year 
under revie v, one of its most interesting features is that the increase has been due 
not only to the opening of new Stores, but also to the fact that the turnover in the 
existing Stores, particularly our smaller units, as compared with the previous year, 
has considerably increased. This is due to the results of our merchandising policy, 
which has enabled us to use to better advantage the counter space available at 
our existing Stores. 

I join with our Chairman in expressing my appreciation of the services rendered 
by our staff, and of the spirit and zeal which animates their work. As our business 
expands and develops, as we open new Stores, we seek to add to our personne! those 
who are capable of being trained in the principles which govern the policy of our 
business. We try not only to find employment for our staff and sales girls, but 
also to train their minds in the theory of our business. 

To that end. we have, during the year under review, established an Educition 
Department, which gives to our personnel specialised theoretical inform ition 
regarding the various aspects of our organisation. Wherever a member of our 
staff shows an interest and ability successfully and efficiently to apply this theoretical 
information to the practical working of our business, he is bound to make a career 
for himself in our Company. 
| It must be appreciated that, in an organisation such as ours, the best trained 
minds can find a fitting place and an adequate sphere of activity. There are thus 
promising careers for men of ability in our business, for we are convin ed that in 
preat part the progress of businesses to-day must be dependent upon the trained 
intellect, and not upon the haphazard and unscientific mind which was so commonly 
accepted in the past. : 

Thus, by strengthening the chain, the links of which are close co-operation 
between the manufacturer and ourselves, a merchandising policy which is creating 
ever improving values, the building up of a permanent goodwill in our public, and 
a more highly trained and responsive staff, we are convinced that the sober optimism 
of your Board as to the future prospects of our business should be amply justified. 

' The resolution was carried unanimously, and at a further general meeting 
resolutions were passed authorising the proposed increase of capital and the capttalisa- 
tion of part of the undivided profits of the Company. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE BUSINESS. 


Sir George E. May, in proposing a hearty vote of thanks to the Chairman, 
Directors and Staff for their work during the past year, said that if they compared 
the accounts this vear with those of last vear they had every reason to congratulate 
the Board. Thev had a Chairman of very great enterprise and ability. (Hear, 
hear.) The Balance Sheet did not really tell the whole story in regard to the 
development of the Company. When their new Stores became reyenue-producing 
the profits would be greatly in« reased, and the Chairman’s optimism with regard 
to the future was fully justified. Owing to the improved merchandising by the 
Company, they were able to give greater value to the public, with the result that 
trade had increased and was increasing very rapidly. If they considered that 
there was a possibility of having 400 or 500 super Stores in this country, they would 
see that when the Board’s development programme was carried out the business 
of the Company could be multiplied many times. (Hear, hear.) —

Auntie’s Chat, 


Once more I have to wish you alla happy Festival. SAciwot, even 
more than Passover, strikes me as a festival of youth. The green and 
floral garlands with which the synagogue is decked symbolise growth. 

GROWTH. 


Growth is a natural process which pervades the whole of Nature. 
Even the rocks are subjected to it. To man is given the power of 
directing that growth and controlling it, and youth is the time when 
that can best be done. Our Festival directs our thoughts to both 
aspects of that growth, physical and spiritual. It is not sufficient to 
cultivate bodily vigour and beauty, to have strong, healthy and shapely 
frames; but we must also see to it that our minds and our souls keep 
pace with our bodily growth so that they, too, are strong and beanti 
ful. A giant without intellect is butaclod. A beautiful maiden with 
an undeveloped or warped soul is a blot upon the human landscape. On 
Shebuot we gaze at some of the beauties of Nature and we listen to the 
great code of mora! precepts that were revealed at Sinai, to remind us 
that the two phases of growth must both be given our attention. 

THE BALANCE, 


There is a little word “bias” which comes from two Latin words 
meaning double-faced. In the great days of Koman art the potters 
used to decorate their bowls with human or anima! faces on each side, 
which weighted the vessel and gave it its balance. We now use the 
word to indicate a particular inclination. If I say “ You are biassed,” 
I mean that you are prejudiced and one-sided, you incline in one 
particular direction. You are unable to see another point of view. 
Sometimes it is good to have a particular bias. If the prevalling 
tendency is a bad one it is well to have a bias in the opposite direction 
so that the balance may be preserved. In the dark ages when violence 
was the rule, Judaism cultivated a bias in favour of peace and tran 
quillity. In a corrupt era, when luxurious living and vicious habits 
dominated mankind, Judaism cultivated a bias towards simplicity 
austerity. When men thought too much of their bodies ae ey tneny !

Auntie’s Chat, . 


Once more I have to wish you all a happy Festival. Shebuot, even 
more than Passover, strikes me as a festival of youth. The green and 
floral garlands with which the synagogue is decked symbolise growth. 

GROWTH. 


Growth is a natural process which pervades the whole of Nature. 
Even the rocks are subjected to it. To man is given the power of 
directing that growth and controlling it, and youth is the time when 
that can best be done. Our Festival directs our thoughts to both 
aspects of that growth, physical and spiritual, Itis not sufficient to 
cultivate bodily vigour and beauty, to have strong, healthy and shapely 
frames; but we must also see to it that our minds and our souls keep 
pace with our bodily growth so that they, too, are strong and beauti- 
ful. A giant without intellect is but aclod. A beautiful maiden with 
an undeveloped or warped soul is a blot upon the human landscape. On 
Shebuot we gaze at some of the beauties of Nature and we listen to the 
great code of moral precepts that were revealed at Sinai, to remind us 
that the two phases of growth must both be given our attention. 

THE BALANCE. 


There is a little word “bias” which comes from two Latin words 
meaning double-faced. In the great days of Roman art the potters 
used to decorate their bowls with human or animal faces on each side, 
which weighted the vessel and gave itits balance. We now use the 
word to indicate a particular inclination. If I say ‘ You are biassed,” 
I mean that you are prejudiced and one-sided, you incline in one 
particular direction. You are unable to see another point of view. 
Sometimes it is good to have a particular bias. If the prevailing 
tendency is a bad one it is well to have a bias in the opposite direction 
so that the balance may be preserved. In the dark ages when violence 
was the rule, Judaism cultivated a bias in favour of peace and tran- 
quillity. In a corrupt era, when luxurious living and vicious habits 
dominated mankind, Judaism cultivated a bias towards simplicity and 
austerity. When men thought too much of their bodies Judaism laid 
stress on the cultivation of the mind and the soul. Nowadays man- 
kind has grown a little more sensible and realises the value of a __ 
balanced existence. But we Jews must still be on the watch and see 
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to it that we are not pulled too much in any one direction. As 
Browning (who was largely influenced by Hebraic ideais) well put it, 
we must so use our bodies that our souls have full play, and attain 
that best kind of physical beauty which is illumined by beauty of sou!. 
It is not rouge and lipstick which make for beauty but a serene mind 
and @ pure soul, 

HOREB. 


One of the names given to Mt. Sinai is Horeb. This word has 
various meanings. It has the significance of a dry waste place; it 
may mean sword or destruction; and it is also used of an engraving 
tool or a cutting instrument. The Law was given in the wilderness, 
far from the haunts of men. This was to teach that morality is 
not mere'y for the governance of society but for the control of the 
individual even when he is solitary and alone. We are to be goed not 
merely in the sight of man, but when we are by ourselves and no-one 
isin sight. Without the Jor) the whole of life would be a desert, the 
- world would be converted into a wilderness. It is to be a sword fn 
our hands for the conquest of all that is evil, especially in our own 
natures. If we spurn it, that sword will be turned against us for our 
destruction. It is to be engraven on the tablets of our heart. It is to 
be the tool by which we may carve our way through life. The Hebrew 
wordis By a simple transposition of letters we get 277—broad, 
free. The Torah gives us real freedom. The Psalmist (cxix, 45) says: 
“TI will walk at liberty (7273) for I have sought Thy precepts.” The 
way to attain to a full, free life is to seek and observe the precepts 
that we derive from the Revelation on Sinai, the story of which we 
read in synagogue on Shebuot.
